I. The Department Commander believes that an Annual Inspection of the 
Department is essential to its welfare. The Inspection for the year 1912 will 
take place between September 15th and December 16th, under the direction 
of Department Inspector William J. Wells. 

Post Adjutants should have their attention called to the fact that in 
reporting deaths of Comrades in the semi-annual reports, care should be 
observed in giving the Company, Regiment, or other branch of the service 
in which the deceased served, together with ranks and date of death. 

The Department Commander desires to impress upon the Inspectors-at- 
Large the importance of AT ONCE arranging for an early Inspection 
of their Districts to the end that the Posts in the country Districts can 
be inspected prior to October 1st, and thereby escape the uncertain weather 
conditions after that time. 

THE ASSISTANT INSPECTORS-AT-LARGE WILL FORWARD 
TO EACH ASSISTANT INSPECTOR A COPY OF THIS ORDER 
WITH THE NECESSARY BLANKS. 

II. The Assistant Inspectors-at-Large will immediately, upon the re- 
ceipt of this General Order and the necessary Blanks, look carefully over 
their respective Districts; using the Roster of 1912 — study the location of 
Posts ; the best means of access thereto ; the time of Post meetings, and the 
Assistant Inspector best suited for the inspection of the several Posts by 
reason of his near proximity to the Post to be inspected, and the distance 
and means of getting there . 

This accomplished the Assistant Inspector-at-Large in each of the several 
Districts will proceed to set the time for the inspection of each Post, and 
notify the Post Commander upon the designated Blank, of the time of 
inspection of his Post, giving the name of the Assistant Inspector 
selected to perform that duty, who, about the same time, on the proper 
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Blank, should, also, be notified of his appointment to that Post, mailing 
to him, therewith, Blank Form H, upon which he will promptly, after the 
inspection of said Post, make and forward his report of inspection to 
the Assistant Inspector-at-Large in charge of the District, who, upon the 
receipt of the same, f will promptly forward the report to the address of 
the Department Inspector, properly endorsed. 

If it be necessary for the Assistant Inspector to remain in the locality of 
the Post inspected over night, it is only comradelike and fraternal to see 
that he is properly cared for and his expenses paid. 

The Assistant Inspector, during the inspection of the Post, should not 
insist upon a "mock muster," leaving that to the discretion of the Post it- 
self ; he should carefully inspect all of the books of the Adjutant and Quar- 
termaster to ascertain if they be properly and neatly kept; he should also 
be careful to ascertain the exact financial condition of the Post, from the 
Quartermaster and the Post Commander, and the several queries on Blank 
Form H should properly be ascertained and reported. A spirit of decorum 
should be maintained by the comrades present during the progress of the 
Inspection out of deference to the Inspector and to the credit of the Post. 

Inspectors should not be too critical in their remarks after the Inspection, 
as exact compliance with set rules and forms have faded as the comrade- 
ship grow older, but rather much genuine encouragement should be given by 
Inspectors who, in their capacity as such, are the representatives of the 
Department Commander, sent by him for that purpose.

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IN MEMORIAM 

Comrade FRAtffc REEDER, of Lafayette Post, No. 217, Department 
of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, died at his home, Easton, 
Pa., December 7, 1912. He was born at Easton, May 22, 1845. In 1862, 
while a Princeton Senior, he enlisted in the Fifth Pennsylvania Militia. In 
October of the same year he again enlisted in the One Hundred and Seventy- 
fourth Pennsylvania Volunteers, and was made Adjutant of that regiment 
in November, 1863, he was commissioned Captain of Company B, Nine- 
teenth Pennsylvania Cavalry. He served gallantly in Sherman's army, 
taking an active part in the fights at Joy Farm, Cypress Swamp, where he 
was slightly wounded; Bolivar, Port Gibson, Nashville and many others. 
At Franklin he was wounded severely. He was made Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Nineteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry in January, 1865, which position 
he held until mustered out of service in May, 1866. Subsequently, by 
order of the War Department, he was promoted to Brevet Brigadier-Gen- 
eral. Comrade Reeder was the third Commander of Bell Post No. 129, 
which was organized at Easton in 1868, and dissolved in 1877. He organized 
the famous Easton Grays (Company F, Fourth Regiment, National Guard 
of Pennsylvania), and was its first Captain, until appointed, soon after- 
ward, a Brigadier-General of the Pennsylvania Militia. He was Com- 
mander of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, 
in 1872. Comrade Frank Reeder held high civic office as well as military; 
but his long and honorable service as a Union soldier and a loyal Comrade 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, as well as the high esteem in which 
he was held as a faithful friend, a courteous gentleman and a good citizen, 
make his death most deeply deplored by the Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic. 



COMRADE REV. JOHN W. SAYERS, D. D., 

Chaplain Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
Died at the parsonage of St. Matthew's Methodist Episcopal Church, West 
Philadelphia, on Saturday evening, January 11, 1913. 

Comrade Sayers, a private in the One Hundred and Twenty-second Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers in the nine months' service, early joined Post No. 157 
at Hamburg, Berks County, where he was first stationed as a minister of 
the gospel. 

He attended the Encampment at Allen town, Pa., January 25, 1871, as a 
representative of his Post, and in the absence of the Department Chaplain, 
was called to open that Encampment by prayer. He was nominated for 
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the position of Chaplain, but the Rev. Thomas P. Hunt, well known as 
Father Hunt, and an old Army Chaplain, was there elected. He died 
during his term of service. 

At the encampment held in Philadelphia, January 24, 1872, Comrade 
Sayers was elected Chaplain and was re-elected each succeeding year, and 
was so serving when he died, having given to his Comrades forty-one 
years of the most zealous service. 

The last appearance of Comrade Sayers in his own church was when 
the committee appointed by the last Encampment, attended by large dele- 
gations of the Posts, called to present to him a testimonial of love and 
esteem, ordered by the Encampment. He was then ill, and was unable to 
express in more than a few words his appreciation of this action, but he 
showed in every gesture that he knew the hearts of his Comrades were 
with him and would be to the end — which was so soon to come. 

His funeral services, held at the church, Broad and Arch streets, were 
attended by numbers that overflowed in that large building. Clergymen 
spoke in praise of his long and efficient work in the cause he loved and to 
which his life was devoted, and the Grand Army was properly accorded a 
part in these closing services. 

His loss will be deeply felt by thousands of his Comrades, who learned 
to love him for all that he was and all that he stood for.

I. Half a century has elasped since the Nation, after long sleeping in 
fancied security on the edge of a crater, awoke to the noise of a belching 
volcano, and found itself summoned to one of the greatest struggles of 
ancient or modern times. To that memorable contest Pennsylvania gave 
338,000 men, many of whom fell in battle, and 75 per cent, of those who 
survived the war have since passed into eternity. Eminently fitting is it 
that the deeds of the fallen ones should be commemorated, and their 
memories honored by their surviving comrades. 

It is for us, my comrades, we of the "rear guard," who form a thin 
picket line on the western slope of life's rugged march, we whose shadows 
are falling long toward the east, and in whose ears the echo of "taps" that 
have sounded for comrades that have gone before, on this Sabbath day 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, to pledge anew our fealty to comrades, 
living and dead, to renew our obligation to cherish the memory of the fallen 
brave, and decorate with the choicest flowers of spring the little green 
mounds under which they peacefully sleep, awaiting the reveille of the 
resurrection morn. 

Memorial Day and its sacred' observance grows in solemn interest and 
meaning as the years go on, let us continue to reserve the memory of our 
dead, as a solemn duty unmixed with other cares, foreign to the spirit of our 
Order. 

II. Post Commanders will, therefore, arrange that Memorial Day, 
occurring on Friday, May the 30th next, be observed by the several Posts 
and the comrades of this Department, such observance to be in accordance 
with the Rules and Regulations and General Orders, and to associate with 
them the Sons of Veterans, the Women's Relief Corps, the Ladies of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the Daughters of Veterans and other patriotic 
societies. 
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III. Attention is directed to provisions contained in General Order, No. 
5, 1912, from National Headquarters, being in part as follows: "The Forty- 
fifth National Encampment, held at Rochester in August, 1911, ordered that, 
as a part of the public exercises of Memorial Day, bells be tolled from 12 
o'clock noon to 12:05; that flags be placed at half-mast, and that comrades 
remain standing with uncovered heads during this period." As part of the 
ceremonies of Memorial Day, there will be read Lincoln's Gettysburg ad- 
dress, and General Order No. 11, dated May 5, 1868, issued by our first 
Commander in chief, John A. Logan, instituting Memorial Day. 

IV. Post Commanders will instruct their Post Patriotic Instructors to 
invite all teachers and superintendents of schools in their localities to ar- 
range a patriotic program for Friday, May 23d, and make a detail of 
comrades to attend the patriotic exercises by the school children. 

V. Post Commanders will arrange to have their Posts attend Divine 
service on the Sunday preceding Memorial Day — May 25th — and it is 
recommended that Sons of Veterans and other patriotic organizations be 
cordially invited to participate in these Church serivces, as well as in those 
of Memorial Day. 

VI. The Department Commander desirqs to emphasize the resolutions 
passed by the last Department Encampment— the duty of every comrade, 
as well as the members of his family, to give close attention to the sacred 
obligations devolving upon each of us for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day. 

That others enjoying the peace and liberty given them through the ser- 
vices of our comrades, living and dead, fifty and more years ago make use of 
the day for their own amusement, renders it still more our duty to show, 
by precept and example, that we will now and always remember those who 
served and died for the preservation of our Union.

Camp Fire at Court House, 8 P. M., June 26, 1913 



The Camp Fire was called to order by Comrade William T. Ziegler, of 
Post No. 9, Gettysburg, who presented Professor Charles F. Sanders, of 
Gettysburg, who welcomed the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic 
to Gettysburg. 

Past Department Commander William T. Powell was then given charge 
of the meeting and made permanent Chairman. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. T. POWELL: Comrades, 
the request has been made that the speeches be short, inasmuch as our pro- 
gram will be quite lengthy, but as I stand here and look into your faces, I 
feel as though I would like to talk to you about an hour and a quarter. 
I will now call on a comrade who is beloved and respected throughout the 
Department of Pennsylvania, one whom you all know, our Department 
Commander, Thomas H. Cole. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS H. COLE: Mr. Chairman 
and comrades, I think you will all agree with me that for so gracious 
a welcome as we have received at Gettysburg, a welcome so complimentary 
to our organization, our thanks are due to the citizens of Gettysburg who 
have so cordially proved those words of welcome. It would be difficult to 
express our appreciation of the great hospitality extended to us and of 
the honors conferred upon us in this historic city. 

We are not entire strangers to the hospitality of the city of Gettysburg. 
We have been here frequently and tested that hospitality in many ways, 
and have received their kind welcome as we have walked among them. 
Weekly, associations of various kinds come here and test the hospitality of 
the people. It is a sacrifice on the part of the citizens as it certainly must 
be a burden to act as host, for so many guests, but yet the fact remains

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that each time we come here they welcome us gladly and part with us 
sadly. We also come here gladly and leave here sadly because so many of 
us feel that perhaps we never again shall meet on this hallowed spot. 

Gettysburg is the best known city of its size in the whole world, because of 
its historic associations, and therefore we are glad to come here because of 
those associations. I can hardly go over the ground on which I stood with 
my battery without many peculiar associations and memories coming to 
me, and in my mind's eye I can see a picture of the faces and forms of my 
dear comrades. 

We are about to have one of the most unique re-unions and semi-cen- 
tennials that the world has ever seen or probably ever will see. I was 
greatly struck by the remark of a Confederate veteran to-day who said, 
"You men of the North have proved one thing, that this Union is in- 
dissoluble; you proved it by your valor; we questioned that fact once, we 
do not question it now or ever will," (Applause.) and I think that a fine 
sentiment. I agreed with him. I said, "We tested you too, you are all 
good Americans, and it was a mighty hard job to beat you." (Applause.) 

I am not here to make a long speech, but simply to thank the citizens of 
Gettysburg for their cordial welcome, a welcome that they have always ex- 
tended to us, and when we go from here to our homes, we will bear with us 
many happy recollections of the kindness of the citizens of this historic city. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, we are honored in having with us to- 
night a comrade upon whom has been conferred the highest gift within the 
power of the Grand Army of the Republic to bestow, our Commander-in- 
Chief. It is not necessary for me to say anything atyout his record as a 
soldier. The fact that he served in the army made him eligible to join the 
ranks of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the very fact that the 
comrades all over this great nation saw fit to elect him Commander-in-Chief 
of this great comradeship is such a recommendation in itself/ that no words 
that I might say could add to the esteem and respect and confidence in 
which he is held. 

Comrades, I have the very great honor to present to you your Commander- 
in-Chief, Comrade Alfred B. Beers. (Applause.) 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF ALFRED B. BEERS: Mr. Chairman, ladies 
of the auxiliaries, city officials, comrades and friends, it gives me greater 
pleasure than I can tell you to stand in this presence to-night, to be within 
the limits of the State of Pennsylvania, and to look into the faces ot the 
comrades of this grand old State who fought during the war, this State of 
magnificent history, renowned not only for the brave deeds and manliness of 
. its men, but for the beauty and virtue of its women. (Applause.) Now, 
comrades, when I make that last statement you will understand I do so 
because I have a peculiar claim on Pennsylvania, and that is, when the time 
came for me to marry, by some fortunate exercise of judgment, which I 
never have been able to understand myself, I selected a Pennsylvania lady 
for my wife, and so, after a life of more than forty years of unalloyed 
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happiness with a lady from Pennsylvania, you can see that I have every 
reason to speak well of its inhabitants, and to repeat that I am glad to be 
before you to-night. It did look at one time as if I was not to be with you. 
You know it is not far— as the crow flies— from New England here, but it 
is a long distance as the railroads travel. You remember the story about 
the man who - had accepted an invitation to speak to some of his fellow 
classmates at a re-union, but who was obliged, by reason of sudden develop- 
ments, to cancel that engagement, and after thinking over just what he 
should -state in his message, finally decided upon the following words: 
"Washout on the line; can't come/ and the gentleman who received it, 
being of a humorous turn of mind, wired back, "Never mind the wash out 
on the line, buy a new shirt and come along." (Laughter and applause.) 

When I finally got here, comrades and friends, and realized what a difficult 
time our old antagonist, General Lee, had in getting into Gettysburg (and 
I presume in getting away from it too), I was reminded on what a different 
errand I came, for I was bringing to you boys of Pennsylvania the greetings 
of all the Posts of this Grand Army of the Republic, composed of comrades 
who are true and loyal to the flag and the cause for which they fought, and 
who are loved and revered wherever glow the fires of patriotism. And in 
bringing you the salutations of these comrades of ours, I present to you also 
my own salutations and my thanks for the splendid support with which I 
have been honored by all of the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic 
during my term of office, and that which otherwise would have been a 
burden almost greater than one could bear, has been made a pleasure, and so 
through you and to you, comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I 
return my grateful acknowledgments. 

The men who fought the battles of the union were men if not in years, 
men in every other respect, with all the attributes which pertain to a 
soldier and a gentleman ; the men who fought the battles of the union and 
who in disarray came home to their families again were the survivors of the 
victors in that conflict, men who by years of experience, men who by the 
habit of obedience to orders, men whose mode of life inculcated right living, 
and they were well equipped to take up the problems of life then opening out 
to them. The members of the Grand Army of the Republic, the veterans of 
1861 to *65, laying down the implements of war, took up the implements of 
peace, and in all the years from '65 to the present day, they have rendered 
as valiant and an noble, effectual and valuable services to the union in the 
days of peace as they rendered to the union during the days of war. (Ap- 
plause.) It was those who were the defenders of the Union who stepped into 
the front rank of all the industries of this land, who devoted their whole time 
and their whole energy to the uplift of our institutions, and go wherever you 
will over this broad land, to the great prairies of the West, to the Rocky 
Mountains, which in '65 were mere wastes of land, to every city and town 
and hamlet, and in every one of them you will find some man who was a 
veteran of the war of the Union. Only a few days ago, a friend of mine was 
telling me of a pathetic incident. He was one of a party taking a trip 
across the continent, and they were detained at a small town some hours. 
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They got out of the train to look at the scenery. One having a pair of glasses 
said, "What is that away off in the mountain, it looks as if it were a pole 
with something upon it," and looking closer, he said, "There is a flag on it, 
why it is an American flag," and it was away down at the foot of one of 
the canyons of the Rocky Mountains, and he added, "Let us go down and 
see what is there." They took the journey down, and found there a cottage, 
and before it stood a pole and on it was a faded, weather-worn and battered 
American flag. There was not a sign of civilization or of an inhabitant any- 
where to be found ; and as they stood there wondering, an old man came out 
of the cottage. Age had bent his shoulders but he came feebly forward to 
those assembled, and looking at them he noticed the little bronze button on 
two or three of the party. He said, "You are a veteran of the war?" They 
answered, "We are; who are you?" He replied, "I served in an Illinois 
regiment, and after the close of the war, I married and came to the West 
with my wife; we finally settled down in this little valley. I brought with 
me the flag ; I erected a pole and put the flag upon it, and there it has been 
for over thirty years. Our children were born in this cabin, and they died 
here and are buried just beyond the cabin there; and two years ago, my 
good wife, with whom I had lived in happiness for so many years, passed 
away, and she sleeps beside my children, and I am here a poor, lonely, 
desolate man, waiting for the day when the great God shall call me to 
himself. ^But your coming here has put new life into me; to see men of my 
own kind who served in the army has put new life into me, ' and they sat 
down and talked with him until the time came for them to return to the train, 
and as they left, they shook hands, and he said, "Good-bye, so long as I 
live I shall remain here, and so long as I live and have the strength to raise 
that flag of the Union for which you and I fought, it shall every morning 
greet the rising sun, and every evening it shall be lowered at sunset, and 
until you hear from me again, or until you hear of my decease, you will 
know I am keeping watch over it with my life, and although removed from 
all who know me, from neighbors and from friends, yet I shall remain loyal 
to the Union, a loyal Union soldier." And as the train moved on, the old 
man lowered his flag three times in salute of his comrades, and there was 
not a dry eye in the party as they passed on and the flag was lost to view. 
That, comrades, shows the faith and loyalty and courage of the men who 
fought for the Union . 

But there were others who did as hard fighting as any soldier ever did. 
Think of the mother who gave up her child to be an offering on the altar 
of war ; think of the wife who gave up her husband to what might and pro- 
bably would be certain death; think of the girl who gave up her lover in 
whom all her future hopes were centered, and then imagine for a moment, 
if you can, the anguish of the heart of those women when the news came that 
a battle had been fought, perhaps here at Gettysburg, and then the uncer- 
tainty of the fate of the father, the son, the husband, the lover; think of 
the anguish while they were waiting for news from the battlefield, hoping 
and praying; and who will not say that these women were heroes; that 
those who encouraged the husband, the lover, the father, the son, to go to 
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the front in the defence of the Union were not as much heroes as the men 
who stood on yonder field? (Applause.) That is the kind of woman we are 
proud of, and I hope to see the day when a monument is erected in this 
country to the women of the country, that will faithfully portray their 
great sufferings and their great sacrifices, and that will stand for all time 
to their memory, the loyal women of our land. (Applause.) We have some 
of these women left with us; let us guard, cherish and protect them. And 
we have others, who were not yet born, loyal women, the wives and 
daughters of the veterans who fought in that war, who are now doing all 
that they can for the benefit of the Grand Army veterans, and who are 
giving of their time and their money and giving of their ministrations where- 
ever want or sorrow calls them. They are following in the footsteps of 
Mary of old, they are first at the cross and first at the grave, and, comrades, 
let us honor and reverence them for the work that they are doing in behalf 
of our comrades. (Applause.) 

And now, as for yourselves, boys, I simply want to say a few words of 
cheer to you. Probably you have read in the papers what they have been say- 
ing about the duration of the Grand Army of the Republic, and the many 
conjectures as to when the last member will pass away, and perhaps some 
of you have become imbued with the notion that it will be but a short time 
when there are no survivors left. I think that is a great mistake. I have 
told the boys who are figuring upon the date of the death of the last sur- 
vivor that they are going to get left. Don't get the idea, boys, that your 
time is growing short. Your years are not what make you old. So long 
as your spirits are young and your hopes high, you are boys. Some statis- 
tician at Washington recently figured out that the last Grand Army man 
will die in 1955. I immediately wired for the position, but there are plenty 
more of you who can accompany me. (Laughter.) But if there is such a 
thing as being here, I am going to be here. I want every one of you to feel 
that you are going to be here . Nobody wants you to go away ; the longer you 
live the more your services and sacrifices in the cause of the Union are 
appreciated by the people of this land ; the longer you live and the lesser you 
grow in numbers, the more the people will be delighted to honor you for 
your services in the past, and there is not in this broad land of ours a man 
who, if by a stroke of the pen he could wipe you all out of existence, would 
make that stroke of the pen. The people want you to stay and to 
stay long with them and have a good time while you stay. That is 
what they wish. It is expressed in the story I have told you so many 
times, the story of the poor woman who had gotten into some sort 
of legal trouble and needed the services of a lawyer and came to me. 
She had five small children, and she had a little piece of land with 
a small shanty on it, just enough to afford a place for the pig and to 
grow some potatoes, and she had a hard time getting along in bring- 
ing up her family. Some scoundrel thought he saw a way of getting 
her land away from her and she came to us. We took up the matter for 
her, the case came on to trial, and thanks to the Providence of God, and 
the ignorance of the lawyer on the other side (laughter), we won the case 
for her. I was very glad, and she was very grateful, and she came to 
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settle up with us and asked, "How much is it?" I replied, "You are a poor 
woman with a large family ; you can't afford to pay a lawyer anything, and 
I am not going to charge you anything for what I did." The good lady looked 
up into my face, and with tears streaming down her cheeks, said, "May the 
Lord take you," and then with renewed earnestness, she again said, "May 
the Lord take you," and then it suddenly began to dawn on her that that 
was not exactly her wish, and she made haste to add, "But not too soon 
not too soon." And so, boys, may the good Lord take you, but not too 
soon ! The people want you to stay and I think you will, I think you will. 

Now, boys, forget the fact that old age is creeping on, 4t isn't. You 
know the good Lord put thirty-three muscles into a man's face to draw it up 
into smiles, and only six to draw it down into sorrow and frowns, so con- 
sequently you should have five times as much joy as you have sorrow. 
Boys, use those thirty-three muscles; use them all the time. If you will use 
them, you will feel younger, your ills will disappear, and you will live 
longer, and it is to live long and to see the benefits that are coming to 
this country of ours that you have helped to save that should be the wish of 
each and every one of you. But, when the time comes to go, boys, go with a 
smile on your face. You have walked up to the cannon's mouth and you 
were not afraid, and when that other enemy, death, comes, be not afraid 
but meet him with a smiling face. 

I thank you; my comrades, for this opportunity to visit this Encamp- 
ment and to look into the faces of the comrades of this Department. May 
you live long and may you die happy, each and every one of you. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Some years ago I was in Wilkes-Barre. I went 
there for the purpose of meeting the comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and the citizens of that patriotic town. There was a lady present 
that evening (it was the first time I had the pleasure and the privilege 
of meeting her), and when she was introduced this story was told about 
her. It was said that some years before she was traveling in Europe, and 
an arrangement was made whereby she was to sing at a certain place, 
and when she arrived there, the hall was all decorated, the flags of every 
nation were flying, that is, the flag of every nation but one, and when 
she came to the front of the stage, she looked for her flag and found that 
the Star Spangled Banner was missing. She thereupon refused to sing, 
until they procured an American flag. They went out and hunted until 
they found one, and when at last they brought it to the stage, she put it in 
place, and then she sang, to the great delight of the audience. That lady 
is present here to-night, and I have the pleasure of introducing to you 
Mrs. J. B. Evans of Carbondale. (Applause.) 

Mrs. J. B. Evans then sang "Hats Off When the Flag Goes By,' and, as 
an encore, "Tramp, Tramp, Tramp, the Boys are Marching." 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, we want to close this campfire about 
10:30, and we have about thirty more speeches and want about eight more 
songs ; and when I say this I am reminded of a story I once heard from a 
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minister, a friend of mine, who, on one occasion, was preaching a funeral 
sermon, and he took for his text, "The Resurrection. " The doctor was an 
eloquent speaker and he was going ahead with his sermon. The under- 
taker took a chair at the back part of the room. The doctor was interested 
in his sermon, and he kept on and on and on, and after a while the under- 
taker leaned over and asked a friend, "Does the doctor always preach as 
long a sermon as this one on the Resurrection?" The friend replied, "Well, 
it is an eloquent address," and the undertaker said, "Yes, but if the doctor 
doesn't soon get through, the resurrection will take place before I get the 
corpse to the cemetery." (Laughter and applause.) 

Now, we want to remember to-night that we are going to get away from 
here about 10:30, and therefore we are not going to have long speeches. 

I now have the pleasure of introducing a comrade who needs no introduc- 
tion to this or any other audience of comrades of the Grand Army of the 
Republic; I refer now to Past Commander-in-Chief, Louis Wagner. 
(Applause.) 

PAST COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF LOUIS WAGNER: Mr. Chairman, 
comrades and friends, if I had been at that funeral, to which Comrade 
Powell referred, I should have attempted to do what they do at so many 
church services when they think the end ought to be reached, — they say 
"Amen" (Laughter), and I am prepared, personally and officially as the 
Senior Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, to say 
"Amen" to all the suggestions that have been made here to-night. 

This is not a Gettysburg celebration meeting, but it is a celebration inci- 
dent to it, a gathering of the Grand Army of the Republic, and we should 
be thankful to the Lord for having permitted so many of us to live and be 
here Jo-night. We should also be thankful that, when there was danger 
that the work in which we participated during 61 to '65 would be forgotten, 
the Lord raised up a man with the inspiration to devise the Grand Army 
of the Republic, and, as our Commander-in-Chief has so eloquently said, 
for fifty years more this organization will continue in some shape and in 
some form. I can truly say that since the first Post was organized in Penn- 
sylvania, I have been associated with you, not with the Grand Army of the 
Republic especially or chiefly, but with you* as members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic of the Department of Pennsylvania, and with you ladies. 
My wife, after surviving fifty-four years of service (fancy what an amiable 
and patient woman she must be) , and being as interested as I in our organiza- 
tion, has furnished a Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans of the 
United States, so you see the work goes on, and as long as the work of the 
Grand Army of the Republic exists, so long will there be a spirit of 
patriotism and a devotion to our flag and to our country. 

My speech is ended. I made the beginning of it in this court house, I 
think, some thirty years ago. I expect to make the conclusion (I hope so, 
at least, because I am getting younger every year) some thirty years hence. 
(Laughter and applause.) 
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THE CHAIRMAN: I think it about time for Mrs. Evans to give us 
another song. I know she has a choice collection. 

Mrs. Evans sang "At Gettysburg/* and as an encore, "The Old Flag 
Never Touched the Ground." 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have an organization connected with the Grand 
Army of the Republic, we have several of them, but one is composed of- the 
sons of the sires who fought the war for the suppression of the rebellion. 
I am sorry that every Post of the Department of Pennsylvania has not a 
camp of the Sons of Veterans. I know the extent and the value of their 
work, and I cannot understand how it is that any of the comrades can get 
along without the help of these Sons of Veterans. They have been doing 
a noble work ; they are increasing in their membership and in their efficiency, 
and the time will not be very long (we will make it as long as we can), when 
our work shall devolve upon the Sons of Veterans, the Ladies of the G. A. 
R. and the Woman's Relief Corps, and we want to give them honor while 
we are able to extend it. 

I now have the pleasure of introducing to you Comrade Ralph Grant, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans, who will entertain you for 
a few minutes. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF OF THE SONS OF VETERANS RALPH 
GRANT: Mr. Chairman and members of the Grand Army of the Republic 
in sessions assembled, it is a very great pleasure to bring to the Grand Army 
of the Republic of the Keystone State of the Union the greetings of a body 
of men who owe their organization to the fact that fifty years ago, your 
comrades, and our fathers, proved themselves heroes. Your Department 
Commander has mentioned the fact that in these historic days, as you go 
back and view the battlefields upon which you performed your brave deeds, 
and as you review in your mind the memory of those days, there comes 
to you the forms and faces of those comrades who have been mustered out. 
They bring to you sad memories, perchance, and yet, comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, the sons of those soldiers are here to rep- 
resent them, and we believe they are representing them worthily. We are 
organized because the sentiment exists, and blood is thicker than water. 
The sentiment and desire exist in our hearts, and it is our purpose, that the 
memories of the fathers we loved and revered shall never be permitted to 
fade; that we will keep before the American people any interest you as an 
organization have created; that we, your children, will succeed you, and 
our children, in turn, will succeed us, and it is our purpose that the 
memory of your brave deeds shall be kept before the people and before a 
grateful nation. It is our purpose and resolve never to permit you magni- 
ficient work to be forgotten. As your sons and the sons of your comrades, we 
are deeply interested in your welfare and in any public questions concerning 
you. We are and will be deeply interested in all matters of legislation, 
both of the State and of the Government, concerning you. The Sons of 
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Veterans consider that in honoring your memory they are honoring them- 
selves. We deem ourselves worthy of your love, and we ask your support. 
We love you as a magnificient body of brave men, but we love you with a 
deeper, filial love, and we pledge you this: the greatness of yesterday may 
be forgotten, the glory may fade, but your memory shall be cherished and 
shall endure so long as the spirit of these fathers shall animate their sons. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, we have in this hall to-night the Na- 
tional Senior Vice Commander of the Woman's Relief Corps. I know she 
makes a splendid speech, and I am going to ask Comrade Payne of Scran ton 
to escort her right up here on the platform. 

Comrades, I have the honor of introducing to you Mrs. Isabel Worrell 
Ball, Senior Vice Commander of the Woman's Relief Corps. (Applause.) 

MRS. ISABEL WORRELL BALL: Commander, Commander-in-Chief, 
Mr. Chairman, comrades and friends all: I feel as though the place we here- 
on stand is holy ground, and since I have been in this beautiful town of 
Gettysburg, my heart has been almost too full for utterance. I can but think 
of the words uttered here in 1863 by that loving, strong-hearted, magnificent 
man of the people (Applause), and what could I say to you to-night more than 
has been said by the man who fought with you in the more than two thou- 
sand battles for the Union, and what could anyone say with the memory of 
that wonderful classic ringing in our ears: "The world will little note or 
long remember what we say here, but it can never forget what you did 
here . " (Applause . ) 

"God of our fathers, known of old, 

Lord of our far-flung battle line, 
Beneath whose awful hand we hold 

Dominion over palm and pine. 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget— lest we forget! 

The tumult and the shouting dies. 

The Captains and the Kings depart, 
Still stands thine ancient sacrifice, 

An humble and a contrite heart. 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget— lest we forget." 

« 

In passing over that wonderful battlefield, I see monuments erected to 
your great leaders, see monuments erected by proud and grateful states to 
their dead who fell here. A monument to the soldier! What can you 
build it of, — can you build it of marble or brass or bronze outlasting a sol- 
dier's life? The real monument to the soldier is in the hearts of the people, 
and the memory of that soldier is blessed with faith and love for the men who 
saved the flag. (Applause.) 
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I stand before you to-night as the daughter of a Union veteran. There is 
no prouder title in all this world to wear across my heart than that my 
father was a soldier of the Union (Applause), and his right to wear above 
his heart that little bronze button, and his right to sleep at last under the 
glorious flag he fought to save, is the proudest honor that he craved, and 
he said to his "biggest girl,"— "When I am gone, I care for no shroud but 
wrap me in the flag." And we carried him out under the flag, and his 
little grandchildren, to whom he had taught patriotism and love of the flag 
and country, lowered the flag in their little hands, and they laid it above 
his lifeless dust and his brave old heart, and it went with him to his long 
rest. Oh, comrades of my father! How I love to say that, for so long as 
I have a comrade father, I knew that every comrade was my father s friend 
and a friend of mine, and they are still. (Applause.) 

Organized by permission of the Grand Army of the Republic thirty years 
ago, our organization commenced to keep up the work where the comrades 
left off, and we have worked hard, we have exerted our best efforts for you. 
There are 167,000 of us to-day working for that noblie trio of the Grand 
Army of the Republic given to us— Fraternity, Loyalty and Charity. Nearly 
four millions of dollars in thirty years has been expended in our work, and 
oh, how gladly we have raised the money, and with what pleasure we have 
expended it in the aid of the dependent ones of these splendid men who 
have given us the nation and the flag. 

Comrades, I bring you to-night greetings from the National President 
of the Woman's Relief Corps, to whom every veteran of the Grand Army 
of the Republic is as dear as her own heart's blood, but oh, let me bring 
mine too when I bring those of the National President. I have known what 
it was to suffer from the pangs of war. I was a little child, and I was 
telling my friends to-day how my childish fingers were worn to the quick 
in picking lint. We were not very rich, and when Dad went to the war 
he left his "biggest girl" and two little brothers. Soon we heard that lint 
and linen were needed, and Mammy brought out from the treasury chest 
the wedding garments of linen that she had woven, cut, and made with her 
own hands. Some of those linens were like cobwebs, and she brought out 
the tablecloths, and she brought out sheets, all part of her Wedding outfit. 
Then she got fifteen little girls like myself and put us to work, and day 
after day we threaded those linens, thread by thread, until some nights the 
lint would be piled high upon the dining-table, and so we worked until every 
thread was gone. But we were so glad we could send it to those brave men, 
who were fighting and dying for the flag, this flag so proudly flying before 
us to-night. (Applause.) And so may it always float, 'O'er the land of the 
free and the home of the brave." 

Mrs. Evans then sang "Tenting To-Night on the Old Camp Ground," in 
the chorus of which the audience joined. 

THE CHAIRMAN: It would be utterly impossible for me to give you 
to-night my opinion of the work of the Woman's Relief Corps and of the 
Ladies of the G. A. R., but I know aU about it, that is, I know a great 
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deal about it, and if I were able at this time to write in letters of living 
light upon the walls of this building of just a small portion of the joy and 
of the peace and of the comfort that these ladies in their work have brought 
into the lives and into the homes and the hearts of the Grand Army boys 
and the widows and orphans, it would give you some idea of the noble work 
they have done in all these years, and the noble work they are doing to- 
day. 

We are honored to-night with the presence of the National President of 
the Ladies of the G. A. R., and I am going to ask Colonel Ziegler to bring 
Mrs. Jones up to this platform for the boys want to hear her talk. 

Comrades, I now have the pleasure and the privilege of introducing to you 
Mrs. Ella S. Jones, National President of the Ladies of the G. A. R. 
(Applause .) 

MRS. ELLA S. JONES: Mr. Chairman, . Commander-in-Chief , and 
comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic of my own Department of 
Pennsylvania: I have been looking forward for some months to meeting 
with my own Ladies of the G. A. R., and also hoped to meet the comrades 
of the Department of Pennsylvania. I can assure you that as I visited the 
different States and attended the meetings, and met the comrades of the 
different Departments, always the thought was before me that I had yet to 
meet the comrades of my own dear state, to which I looked forward with a 
great deal of pleasure. 

Comrades, I bring to you to-night the greetings of the Ladies of the G. 
A. R. I do not need to tell you of our work for you know all about it. We 
have monuments that tell to the world what we have done and are 
doing, — two homes for the dependent /ones of the comrades of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, one in the Western part of the State, near Pitts- 
burgh, the other in Philadelphia. (Applause.) The example that our Depart- 
ment has set has been followed by the other states even to far off Alaska, 
and I can assure you, comrades, that in bringing my greetings to the Grand 
Army of the Republic, my heart goes out to the comrades of the Department 
of Pennsylvania. I feel that we belong to each other, for we are the mothers, 
the wives, sisters and daughters of the brave men who fought for the flag, 
and we come next in the hearts of the comrades. We are blood of your 
blood, bone of your bone, sinew of your sinew, and we are prouder of that 
than anything else in the world. I have been told that the daughters of 
America sometimes buy crowns. No one could buy a prouder title than to 
be the daughter of a veteran. This crown is a heritage handed down to 
those who are bloodkin of yours and your comrades. 

I can assure you that your brave deeds will never be forgotten because 
they are engraved on the hearts of those who love and belong to you. 

Commander-in-Chief, and my comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania, 
we bring you greetings and love from the Ladies of the G. A. R. (Applause.) 

Mrs. Evans then sang "The Grand Army Button." 
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THE CHAIRMAN: Comrades, I now have the honor and the very great 
pleasure of introducing to you the Adjutant General of the Grand Army of 
the Republic of the United States, Comrade Henry J. Seeley. (Applause.) 

ADJUTANT GENERAL HENRY J. SEELEY: Mr. Chairman, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Commander-in-Chief of the Sons of Veterans, comrades and 
friends, and by friends I mean all the auxiliary associations of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, and we have quite a lot of them. Your Chairman 
just leaned over and said that I was going to be called upon next, and I 
asked him what I should talk about, and he said about a minute (Laughter), 
so you know what to expect. 

I am not going to attempt to interest you after ten o'clock on a hot night 
in June. I think what you have heard to-night is about all you can digest, 
but I am certainly pleased to be here and to meet and greet in this historic 
town the comrades of the grand old State of Pennsylvania. 

Our Commander-in-Chief has been telling you all about the time that you 
are going to live and when you are going to die, and I want to say I am in a 
position to tell you something about this matter. I don't know anything 
about the government figures at all, I understand they are going to have you 
all die before 1955, but I have positive knowledge that there will be some 
of us left in 1975, and why shouldn't we want to stay here, why should we 
want to die? You know what the captain said to the first mate when he 
ordered him to do some perilous work one night in a storm, and the mate 
hesitated, whereupon the captain cried out: "Get up there, do you want 
to live forever?" (Laughter.) Now, we don't want to live forever, but we 
do want to live to enjoy the results of what we fought for from '61 to '65, and 
when we came out of the army in '65 we formed the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and we have been fighting ever since for the principles we fought 
then to maintain. Those principles and teachings will go down to our chil- 
dren and to our children's children. Our sons are organized to help us 
now, and if the mantle of the Grand Army of the Republic ever falls on any 
organization, it will fall on the Sons of Veterans. They are doing every- 
thing they can to keep alive the principles we fought for and are helping 
us in every way they can. Our daughters are doing the same; they with 
the other patriotic ladies of the land are formed and organized to assist and 
help the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic. But we don't want to 
get old; we are going to stay here, we don't want to go. There is a man in 
our town who won't allow a clock in his house because it makes him think 
that time is going by, and he doesn't want to be reminded of it. (Laughter.) 

I expect my minute is up, Mr. Chairman, and I have about finished, but 
I want to tell you this story. The citizens of a town near Gettysburg 
wanted to build a court house, and one of the members of the common coun- 
cil prepared and introduced the resolution which read thusly: "(1) Resolved 
that we build a new court house: (2) Resolved that we build it on the site 
of the old court house. (3) Resolved that we build it out of the material of 
the old court house. (4) Resolved that we occupy the old court house 
while we are building the new one." (Laughter and applause.) You boys 
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that wore the blue, that is exactly what you did from '61 to '65. You re- 
solved to build a new nation. You resolved to build it on the site of the old 
nation. You resolved to build it out of the material of the old nation, and 
you resolved to ocupy the old nation while the new nation was being built. 
(Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Mrs. Evans will now sing for us, and while she is 
singing, a little bird will fly around and whisper in the ear of Patriotic In- 
structor, Charles O. Smith, and order him to report on this platform. 

Mrs. Evans then sang "Pennsylvania." 

THE CHAIRMAN: We have with us to-night the Department Patriotic 
Instructor, and he is going to talk about five minutes. Comrade Smith 
knows all about it. He is so chock-full of patriotism we have to keep 
weights on him to keep him down, but he certainly is all right. Comrades, 
I now have the pleasure of introducing to you Comrade Charles O. Smith, 
Patriotic Instructor of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT PATRIOTIC INSTRUCTOR CHARLES O. SMITH: 
Mr. Chairman, Commander-in-Chief, comrades and ladies: If ever there was 
a time in my life that I felt quite as proud as I do now, I can't recall when 
it has been. It is a question of "all things coming to him who waits." I 
have been waiting for eight years to receive before a Camp Fire of the 
Deparement of Pennsylvania such an introduction as I have received to-night. 
(Applause.) I have no doubt that there are lots of comrades in this encamp- 
ment who have heard of me but who have probably never seen me, and 
some that have heard me talk a good many times but have never given me 
the pleasure of the glad hand in a Camp Fire. Now, boys, give it to me. 
(Applause.) 

You know, I have the reputation of having "flag bugs" in my heart and in 
my head. A comrade was asked one time, "What are the duties and what 
is the use of a Department Patriotic Instruction?" And the answer was, 
"Oh, he is the fellow who has flag bugs." I think that is mighty true, 
and if ever I have been proud of having "flag bugs," it is in the presence 
of this audience tonight. 

I have been especially interested in listening to what the ladies had to 
say to us. You know we would not have any flag tonight if it were not 
for the women. I think even the comrades would have forgotten that flag 
if it were not for the women who instilled that patriotism, that love of 
country into them, and it is a pleasure and a delight, therefore, to know 
that after years of work along the patriotic line, we have succeeded in 
wiping out all of the bitter feeling that existed between the North and the 
South, and that is a work we may well be proud of. (Applause.) 

The comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic have done a magnificent 
work in keeping alive patriotism, reverence for the flag and love of country. 
We have kept ourselves before the people, and especially have we instilled 
into the hearts and minds of the children those principles for which we 
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fought. We have said to them, "There is your flag, look at it, love it, be 
proud of it, and when you have children and grandchildren you can tell 
them that you looked into the faces of the men who participated in the 
greatest war of all time, a war to keep that flag pure and stainless." 

Comrades, I regret that time will not permit giving to this splendid 
audience my estimate of the scope and importance of the office of Patriotic 
Instructor, which I fear is not as fully understood and appreciated as it 
should be. The duties assigned to this department of the Grand Army of 
the Republic extends to the children of the entire country. They are the 
ones to be reached and the ones who are to be the patriots and the defenders 
of our flag and the nation we preserved. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: Now, comrades, you know we like to have a 
variety, and we have kept one of the best here until the last, — Captain 
Jack Crawford. (Applause.) 

CAPTAIN JACK CRAWFORD: Boys and girls, fifteen years ago I 
stood in old Faneuil Hall at a meeting such as this, and as each speaker 
appeared before the audience, he started off with the same old stereotyped 
"Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, Ladies and gentlemen and 
fellow citizens." I stepped up to the front of the platform and I said 
"Boys and girls," and I thought the roof would come off old Faneuil Hall, 
and tonight I say, "Boys and girls." (Applause.) 

Show me the man that dares intimate to me that I am going to die in the 
next fifty years, and I will thrash him. I can mount the biggest horse in 
Gettysburg without putting my foot in the stirrup, and, furthermore, I 
can kick twenty-eight inches above my head and I am going to do it. 
(Applause.) 

I have been shot five times, twice before I was seventeen years of age 
alongside of my old Scotch-Irish daddy. I want to tell you my daddy left 
Scotland on account of his political views and came to this country, and here 
I was born on the 4th of March, the same day I might have been made 
President only they wouldn't let me run. 

Twice I was sho.t at Spottsylvania, on the 22nd of April and the 12th of 
May, and I still bear the scars, and I would like to find the man who loves 
"the land of the free and the home of the brave" better than I do. 

Now, I would like to say more, but it is late, and 111 just say, Good-night 
and God bless you. (Applause.) 

THE CHAIRMAN: As I told you, comrades, we have been endeavoring 
to give you a wide variety tonight. We now have a comrade from Scran ton, 
who is going to give us a recitation, — Comrade H. E. Payne. 

COMRADE H. E. PAYNE, Post No. 139: Comrades, with your per- 
mission, I will recite for you "Hurrah for Pennsylvania." 

Hurrah for Pennsylvania, she's blazing as of yore, 
Like a red furnace molten, with freedom's blast once more. 
From all her mines the warlight shines and out of her iron hills 
The glorious fire leaps higher and higher, till all the land it fills. 
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From valleys green and mountains blue, her yeomanry arouse, 
And leave the forges burning and the oxen at the plows, 
Up from highland and headland, they muster in forest and plain, 
By the blaze of their fiery beacons, in the land of Anthony Wayne. 

Hurrah for Pennsylvania! Her sons are clasping hands, 

Down from the Alleghenys and up from Jersey's sands, 

Juniata fair to the Delaware is winding her bugle bars, 

And the Susquehanna in warlike banner is bright with stripes and stars. 

And the hunter scours his rifle and the boatman grinds his knife, 
And the lover leaves his sweetheart and the husband leaves his wife. 
And the women go out in the harvest and gather the golden grain, 
While the bearded men are marching in the land of Anthony Wayne. 

Hurrah for Pennsylvania ! Through every vale and glen, 

Beating like resolute pulses, she feels the tread of men. 

From Erie's lake her legions break, from Tuscarora's gorge, 

And with ringing shouts they are trampling out from brave old Valley Forge. 

And up from the plains of Paoli the minute men march once more, 

And they carry the swords of their fathers and the flags their fathers 

bore, 
And they swore as they rush to battle that never a cowardly stain 
Dishonor a blade or a banner in the land of Anthony Wayne. 

Hurrah for Pennsylvania ! She fears not traitor horde, 
Bulwarked on all her borders by loyal souls and swords. 
From Delaware's sand to Maryland, and bright Ohio's marge, 
Each freeman's hand is her cattle brand, each man's heart her targe.

The 47th Annual Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand 
Army of the Republic, was called to order at 10 o'clock A. M. by Depart- 
ment Commander Thomas H. Cole, who opened the Department Encamp- 
ment in due form. 

Acting Department Chaplain, Rev. Dr. J. A. Clutz, made the following 
prayer: 

"Oh, God, our Heavenly Father, thou art our Saviour and to Thee we 
pray ; we honor Thee and bow in humble submission to Thy holy will, and 
ascribe unto thee honor and majesty and glory and every name that is 
excellent. Thou art the God of nations as well as the God of individuals 
and Thou rulest over all. Thou dost appoint to the nations their metes and 
distances; Thou dost raise up one and put down another, and Thou dost 
ever hold in Thy own hands all Thy creatures. We would especially recog- 
nize Thee as God of our nation, and thank and praise Thee for the evidence 
of Thy presence with us in the past, for Thy favors shown toward us in 
our history. We thank Thee for the peace and unity that prevails in the 
land at this time. We pray Thee now to let Thy blessing rest upon us as a 
people. Bless those in authority and make them rule wisely in the fear of 
God, in the love of justice, and doing righteously toward all men. We pray 
that Thou wilt bless all our people, may they be a God-fearing people living 
and practicing truth and temperance and righteousness and justice. 

We pray that Thou wilt bless our order. We thank Thee for its history, 
and we pray we may abide yet many years establishing firmly upon its 
foundations, principles of loyalty and charity and fraternity. We pray 
that Thou wilt bless this body of men who are gathered here to legislate 
concerning its interests and welfare, give wisdom and discretion unto them, 
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and may all things be done wisely. Bring them to wise conclusions in all 
things whereby the interests of the order and the welfare of the country may 
be advanced and Thy name honored. We pray that Thou wilt bless them 
as individuals and keep them in health and in strength. We recognize the 
fact that since last we met many have been called to their last rest, and 
among them one who was greatly beloved by all the order, and whose face 
and voice are missing in this meeting. Help us to bow humbly to Thy will 
and to so live and work that we may be prepared at last to render our 
accounts. 

We pray that Thou wilt let Thy blessing rest not only upon this gathering 
in its sessions but upon the great multitudes of men who are about to 
gather here in the coming days. Watch over them, keep them whilst they 
are in this place. May their lives be precious in Thy sight; preserve them 
from accident, from disaster and death, and if it be Thy holy will, may 
they all return to their homes in peace and safety again. Hear us, and when 
we have finished our work, stood in our places and discharged our duty, 
been loyal to Thee as well as to our country, may we come to the reward 
of the faithful, through Jesus Christ, our Lord, Amen." 

COMRADE PETER LEUSCHEN, Post No. 67: Department Com- 
mander,, there has been assigned to me a very pleasant duty, and I think 
the present moment a proper time to perform it. There has been placed 
in my hands by the Perry Centennial Celebration Committee a gavel which 
is made from a piece of the wood taken from the side of Commodore Perry's 
famous ship "Niagara." It is needless for me to add that this was Com- 
modore's flagship and under him was won that splendid victory over the 
British on September 10, 1813. I have been delegated on behalf of this 
Perry Centennial Committee, to present this gavel to you as a token of 
respect to one who has been for fifty long years a splendid soldier of the 
republic; along with that, he is a distinguished townsman of mine and an 
illustrious Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army 
of the Republic. 

Tom Cole, this gavel is yours. Through years of personal contact with 
you, I know it will always be held safe, and knowing also your love of 
fair play, I am assured that it will never be used in an arbitrary manner. 
(Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: I very much appreciate the kindness 
which prompted this action, and the thanks of this Encampment, I am sure, 
is also returned to the Perry Committee for recognition of the Grand Army 
of the Republic.

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ADDRESS OF THE DEPARTMENT COMMANDER 



Comrades: I greet you first, and congratulate next, in that once more 
we are privileged to meet in Annual Encampment. And it would be im- 
possible to find a more appropriate place to meet than on this historic 
battle field, made sacred by the shed of blood of heroes and the ashes of 
brave men who here found sepulchre. 

When one year ago, out of the magnanimity of your hearts you con* 
f erred upon me the highest honor it was in your power to bestow, I felt 
justly proud of that signal mark of your esteem and confidence, and I 
promised, that with your co-operation and the exercise of my best thought 
and efforts to justify your confidence and merit your approbation and I have 
tried hard to do so. It has been the desire of my heart to give you all 
the energy and what little ability I possessed to maintain the high standard 
of excellence that has always characterized this Department. I have not 
however, realized fully my abition or accomplished all that I had hoped to. 
For a time, much to my regret, my health was such as to interfere with 
cherished plans and I was forced to be content with what my physical 
condition would permit. 

OFFICIAL VISITATIONS 

The work that I most enjoyed has been my itinerary among the Posts 
of the Department. Everywhere I received a soldier's greeting and no 
welcome could have been more cordial, no hospitality more generous than 
that accorded to me on my official visitations, for all of which I am pro- 
foundly grateful. I trust that in my visitations some good may have been 
accomplished; I know that it done me great good, what I have lacked in 
ability I have tried to make up in zeal and earnestness. 

To Past Department Commanders Morrison, Powell, Beath, Stewart, 
McCauley, and others for timely advice and co-operation, I am largely 
indebted for whatever success has been reached during my administration. 

Many other comrades with commendable zeal, and as far as their op- 
portunity permitted, from time to time, accompanied us on our "Grand 
Rounds," my thanks go out to all those comrades who in many instances 
have subjected themselves to inconvenience and frequently to considerable 
expense in their efforts to make my visit not only pleasant but productive of 
good results. 

During the year I have .responded to many special invitations to visit 
Posts, Camp-fires and Reunions, at all these gatherings I have received 
most cordial welcome and courteous treatment. 

In arranging for visits to Posts I have recommended the holding of open 
meetings, except in the larger cities, in order that the public might be 
brought into closer touch and sympathy with the purposes of the Grand 
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Army of the Republic. In the passing years the lessons taught and the 
principles enunciated by the Grand Army of the Republic are receiving 
wider recognition and making a deeper impression upon the thought and 
action of the geneal public. 

We have had so much to be thankful for in this Department, that it 
is difficult for me to find words with which to properly express my great 
appreciation of the assistance rendered by so many of my comrades, every 
officer of the department and comrade too, when called upon, have cheer- 
fully responded, rendering invaluable service and demonstrated the little 
epigram "It is just as easy to boost as to knock" and it goes a whole lot 
farther. 

And I desire, now, to extend to you all, comrades, my warmest thanks 
for this cheerful assistance and co-operation at all times. 

The invitation of the Grand Army Association of Allegheny County for 
the week of February the 12th, was received and accepted for Asst. Adj. 
Gen. Town and myself. And the proverbial hospitality of the comrades 
of the "Smoky City" was strongly in evidence during the whole week. 
And on February the 12th myself and staff were the guests of the Veteran 
Association of Allegheny County at a banquet given at the Memorial Hall, 
speeches, eulogistic of America's greatest character, the martyred Lincoln 
was delivered by a number present, including Asst. Adjt. Gen. Town and 
myself. 

I was also honored by receiving an invitation to attend the Annual 
banquet of George G. Meade, Post No. 1, on February 22nd, Washington's 
birthday, the banquet was served at the Union League Club, I received a 
royal reception the memory of which will be a pleasant reflection for many 
years to come. 

LOS ANGELES 

It gratifies me to be able to state that at the Forty-sixth National En- 
campment held, at Los Angeles, Cal., the Department of Pennsylvania was 
represented by the largest delegation that came from the east of the 
Mississippi i and in the grand parade its soldierly bearing was a marked 
feature, and it was generally conceded that in uniform in discipline, and in 
marching Pennsylvania was superior. Major W. B. Mays, Post No. 220, of 
Franklin, was the escort for the Department Commander and Staff, and 
performed the duty so well, that no tribute that I could pay them could 
properly measure its complete success. 

In the Encampment, the delegates representing the Department were 
present at every business session and took an active part in the proceedings, 
and in every instance the influence of the Pennsylvania delegation was a 
potent factor in determining results. It was a source of great personal 
gratification to be at the head of such a Department, with such a splendid 
lot of comrades. 

From Los Angeles, I returned by way of Canadian Pacific Railroad and 
stopped off at Winnepeg, Manitoba. While there I paid an official visit 
to Manitoba Post No. 592, Department of Pennsylvania. The Post has a 
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membership of 27 and is in a prosperous condition, the Commander's name 
is Harper Wilson, who assured me that it was the first and only time that 
his Post had ever a visit from a Department Officer.

Reports of all the officers will be presented to you at this time and I 
trust that you will give them all your careful attention and consideration, 
they will comprise matters of importance to every comrade present. They 
will also evidence the faithful and efficient service rendered the Department 
during the year.

On June the 20th I appointed comrade Samuel P. Town, Assistant 
Adjutant General of the Department. I feel that I was especially fortunate 
in being able to induce Comrade Town to accept the position. His former 
experience of four years as the Assistant Adjutant General, and his well 
known active interest in the organiation made him a very desirable ac- 
quisition to the Staff. He has given his time, knowledge and experience 
and has been devoted to the welfare of the Department. He has met every 
requirement fully, and it gvies me pleasure to commend his ability and 
zeal. In addition to the thorough discharge of his duties at Headquarters 
he has accompanied the Department Commander on several of his trips 
while making the "Grand Rounds" and has visited and addressed many 
Posts when it was impossible for the Commander to be present. In fact, 
he has given to the Department and the Commander, invaluable service, 
and I desire to give expression to my appreciation and thanks for the 
same. 

ASSISTANT QUARTERMASTER GENERAL 

Comrade C. F. Gramlich, Assistant Quartermaster General, has per- 
formed the functions of his office for six consecutive years, and is so 
well known to the comrades everywhere, that an introduction of him is 
entirely unnecessary. The complete and concise report of Comrade Gram- 
lich, will repay careful perusal, showing the disposition of every cent re- 
ceived and disbursed through his office. The Department is fortunate in 
having such an efficient officer, and that, too, without compensation. 

DEPARTMENT INSPECTOR 

The report of the Department Inspector, Comrade W. J. Wells, will 
show that he has fulfilled the duties of his office with signal credit to 
himself and the best interest of the Department. He has also rendered 
valuable assistance to the Commander by accompanying him on part of 
his itinerary and adding interest to the meetings by his personal magnetism 
and appropriate remarks delivered in choice diction. And for his co- 
operation and valuable service he has my grateful acknowledgment and 
my sincere thanks. 

Comrades H. T. Stanwood, John Dougherty, J. T. Chesrown, J. Henry 
Holcomb and Alexander H. Appel, Executive Committee of the Council 
of Administration have labored most zealously in the interest of the De- 
partment, holding regular monthly meetings, carefully scrutinizing every

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proposed expenditure and thoroughly safe-guarding the interest of the 
Department, they merit the thanks and appreciation of the comrades. 

SONS OF VETERANS 

This organization should be very dear to the heart of every old comrade, 
and ought to be made of great importance to the Grand Army of the 
Republic ,so that, in later years, as our successors, they may be able to 
wield a great patriotic influence in the affairs of the nation. And they 
should now, be assuming control of a large part of the Memorial Day 
serivces as becomes the patriotic sons of patriotic sires. 

On my official visit to Fisher Post No. 30, Johnstown, a splendid Com- 
pany of Sons of Veterans, fully uniformed and armed, and with Drum and 
Bugle Corps, escorted me from my hotel to the Post room. I was very 
much impressed with the strong feeling of unity between the comrades and 
these young men sons of veterans and the pride with which the members 
of the Post regarded these boys. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted by the Forty-fifth 
National Encampment held at Rochester in August, 1911. 

"Resolved: That this National Encampment Grand Army of the Republic, 
invite the Sons of Veterans, United States of America, as their permanent, 
official escort on all occasions, and that all Departments and Posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic are recommended to invite them to act in a 
similar capacity for their organizations." 

All Commanders of Posts in this Department, and all Post Officers, are 
therefore earnestly urged to take cognizance of this resolution and govern 
themselves accordingly in the future, and encourage this grand organization 
as much as possible. 

WOMEN'S RELIEF CORPS 

This great patriotic organization has demonstrated its usefulness by its 
continued good works; and challenges the admiration, gratitude and affec- 
tionate regard of every comrade. They have brought comfort to the home 
of many comrades in distress, cheered the weary and sang hope into the 
hearts of many of the discouraged ones. 

On April the 2nd in company with Comrade E. R. Sherman of Bradford 
I visited the Brookville Memorial Home, located at Brookville, Pa. This 
Home is controlled by the Woman's Relief Corps and is for the accommo- 
dation, care and comfort of veterans and their wives, mothers, daughters 
and ex-army nurses. The Board of Directors (of which the Department 
Commander is ex-officio a member) met on the date of my visit. I was very 
much pleased to find every evidence of good management and the contented 
appearance of the inmates, too much praise cannot be given these loyal 
ladies for their labor of love. 

LADIES OF THE G. A. R. 

This splendid organization composed of the wives, mothers, widows, sisters 
and daughters of the veterans of the Civil War, is deserving of our highest 
commendation and the loving appreciation of every comrade of the Grand 
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Army of the Republic. The Home at Hawkins Station for the care of 
mothers, widows, sisters, and daughters of veterans, is owned, managed 
and controlled by the Ladies of the G. A. R. In February last, accom- 
panied by Assistant Adjutant General Town, and Mrs. Ella S. Jones, 
National President of the Ladies of the G. A. R. I vistied the Home, 
made a thorough inspection and was highly gratified with conditions, the 
location of the Home is an ideal one and the equipment supurb, and the 
inmates seemed contented and happy. 

HOME FOE VETERAN AND WIFE 

The Home located at Vine and 65th Sts., Philadelphia, is also owned 
and maintained by the Ladies of the G. A. R. and here the aged veteran 
and his wife are tenderly cared for, to be separated only by the Angel of 
Death. In company with Adjutant General Town in January last I visited 
this Home, where the care and comfort of the inmates are looked after by 
a Board of Managers, and every evidence indicated a most thorough business 
management, and the inmates expressed themselves as being contented and 
happy. 

SOLDIERS' AND BAILORS' HOME AT ERIE FA. 

It has been my privilege to pay frequent visits to this Home, where there 
are some 375 of our comrades looked after, comfortably cared for and made 
to feel as contented and happy as it is possible under such circumstances to 
make men feel. The active management of the Home has been in the hands 
of our comrades who are members of the Board of Trustees, and it 
afforded me great pleasure that, under the Act of Assembly, it was my 
privilege to re-appoint as members of the Board of Trustees of the Home, 
Past Commander-in-Chief Louis Wagner, Robert B. Beath, Thomas J. 
Stewart, Past Department Commander H. H. Cummings, and Comrade John 
P. Nicholson. 

SOLDIERS' ORPHAN SCHOOLS 

These were the offspring of the heart and brain of the great War Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, Andrew G. Curtin, for the establishment of which 
his mind, his voice and pen with all the enthusiasm of his being was 
devoted, and they constitute a "Monument more durable than brass," the 
glorious results of which, will forever remain as the best monument of his 
life work and the truest exponent of his patriotism. 

Only one of these schools now remain. The Industrial school at Scotland, 
which it was my privilege and pleasure too, to visit in company with the 
Assistant Adjutant General. 

I made a personal inspection of every department connected with the 
school. I take great pleasure in commending the management of that 
splendid institution, an honor and a credit to the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania. 
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There is no more beneficial institution in the State than the Soldiers 
Orphan Industrial School at Scotland. The work it has done in the past 
is shown by the standing of its students in all the avocations of life. Trades 
are taught in this school, which is a step in the right direction, as it is 
difficult at the present time to get the opportunity of learning any good 
trade in outside shops. 

In conformity with the Act of Legislature of Pennsylvania, on the 15th 
day of January last, I certified to the Governor for appointment, or rather 
re-appointment, on the Soldiers Orphan School Commission, the following 
named comrades who had given such acceptable service in the past. Past 
Department Commanders L. G. McCauley, Jas. F. Morrison, Thad M. 
Mahon, W. J. Patterson and M. A. Gherst, and the Governor made the 
appointments on the same day. 



MEMORIAL DAY 

Memorial Day was observed generally throughout the Department in a 
manner that showed an increasing appreciation of its purposes, the one 
day in all the year when dut comrades and patriotic citizens resort to otir 
cemeteries all over the land and decorate with the first beautiful flowers 
of spring time the little spot of earth which covers all that was mortal of 
our dead comrades. Through the long years of the past we have been 
embalming their memories in the hearts, of a grateful people , and the little 
ones with their bright faces and beautiful flowers will pass the weight of 
gratitude down the coming years and make the spot where the dead com- 
rade rests hallowed ground. 



THE SEMI-CENTENNIAL OF THE BATTLE OF GETTYSBURG 

Comrades: On March 4th, 1912, Comrade H. M. Trimble, Commander 
in-Chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, sent to General C. Irvine 
Walker, Commander-in-Chief of the United Confederate Veterans, a cordial 
invitation for the men who wore the gray to meet with the men who wore 
the blue and join in the celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the Battle 
of Gettysburg, subject to the approval of the Pennsylvania State Commis- 
sion. Let me quote the last two paragraphs of the invitation of Commander- 
in-Chief Trimble. 

"Let us assemble there and inaugurate a great Peace Monument, under 
which shall be entombed forever any lingering prejudices and bitterness 
that may have survived th e ebbing tide of passion through half a century 
of peace, to symbolize to all our people, and to the generations yet to be, 
that even out of the dead dust and ashes of war, under the sunlight of our 
Christian civilization, the fragrant flowers of peace and amity may grow 
and bloom. 

Let us assemble there, where so many comrades of the Blue and Gray 
found common sepulchre on that historic field, made immortal in the world's 
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memory by their unexcelled heroism, and there, in that sacred presence, 
mutually pledge to each other our constant fealty to a re-united indissoluble 
American Republic." 

Now comrades: To a large extent, the comrades of this Department are 
to be the Hosts of the occasion. Let our hospitality be so generous, our 
welcome so cordial, our hand-shake so hearty, as to leave no doubt in the 
minds of our guests as to its genuineness. The whole world will be interested 
observers of this meeting, between the Blue and the Gray on this historic 
Battle Field. If any comrade still harbors any bitterness in his heart, let 
him, before the sun goes down, bury it on the battle field where the ashes 
of brave men have found sepulchre.

CHARTER 

The application for a charter for a new post at West Chester, which 
has been made to the three Department Commanders immediately pre- 
ceeding me, and refused, was again renewed. The committee representing 
the petitioners asked for a hearing before the Department Commander on 
the ground that they had some new facts to present. An audience was 
granted the committee at the Department Headquarters on January the 
17th, with A. A. Gen. Samuel P. Town present. All the facts presented 
by the committee was identical with those then on file at the Department 
Headquarters. On the same day 1 received a committee of 28 members from 
George A. McCall Post No. 31, West Chester, who came to make a strong 
protest against the granting of a new charter to a new post to meet at 
West Chester, and gave good and substantial reasons why it would be 
inimical to the best interests of the Grand Army of the Republic to start 
another post at West Chester. After careful consideration of all the facts, 
it is my opinion, that the application lacks in merit and that it would be 
an unwarranted assumption of authority on my part to attempt to review or 
revise the decisions of three former Department Commanders, wherein the 
facts presented in the case were identical. Therefore I declined to favorably 
consider the application, and notified the chairman of the committee that 
the application was refused. 

CHAPLAIN 

Department Chaplain, John W. Sayers, departed this life January the 
11th, 1913, at his home in Philadelphia. When the sable wings of the 
Angel of Death touched our beloved comrade, a gloom was cast over the 
entire comradeship of this Department. In his demise, the Department 
suffered an irreparable loss. He had given his comrades forty-one years 
of loving, zealous service, a comrade of clear vision, and large sympathy 
alert to human need and a heart to respond to it. Fascinating in personality, 
classic in diction, charming in expression, sympathetic in heart, who put 
the most charitable construction upon the weakness of his comrades to whom 
his great heart went out in loving sympathy and practical ministration. 
His life work was to teach men the exalted principles of truth and righteous- 
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ness. His own life an incarnation of the Sermon on the Mount. He knew 
what it was to suffer and endure patiently. Through tribulation he passed 
on to glory and the enjoyment of the victor. As we cherish his memory 
we are called upon to emulate his example for "Though dead he yet 
speaketh," the example of his whole life appeals to us to be good and true 
men. And while discharging the responsibilities of his high calling as a 
Minister of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, he ever sought by precept and ex- 
ample to propagate the great virtues of Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty. 

CLOSING 

Comrades: My duties as Commander are nearly ended. There has been 
no honor in all my life so highly prized, no work wherein I have had so 
much pleasure. If 1 have accomplished any good I am very glad indeed, 
and if I have not, I am still glad that you gave me the opportunity to try- 

To the Officers, Staff and comrades, I extend my most grateful and 
heartfelt thanks, with the hope that we shall meet often in the future, 
Good-bye. 



The death of Past Department Commander, Henry Harrison Cumin gs, 
occurred after my report had been sent to press, was announced in General 
Order No. 11, of June 2nd. I have had this supplement added to my re- 
port as a proper recognition of the long, conspicuous and faithful service 
of Comrade Cumings in the Organization. 

When after an association of years, we miss one whose face had become 
so familiar and his presence so desirable and pleasing, and we attempt to 
conjure up from the deep recess of memory, the manly form, the kindly face, 
the warm heart and generous impulses of a comrade such as was Henry 
Harrison Cumings, and we attempt to frame sentences expressive of our 
loss, how futile seems words to give adequate expression to the emotions 
of our hearts. 

Cuming's comradely sympathy was deep and ardent and manifested it- 
self in deeds of loving kindness and helpfulness. His uniform courtesy and 
the ability with which he discussed important topics rendered his company 
as desirable as it was profitable. We cannot contemplate the splendid social 
qualities of our lamented comrade without gaining a more exalted view of 
the potency of personal influence, and thus having our own minds stimulated 
to the exercise of those qualities which gave such admirable symmetry to. 
his character. May his ashes rest in peace while his memory ever remains 
green with us.

The total gain by muster and re-instatement has been 801 members. The 
death losses number 1239, which causes a net loss in membership of 
1119. 

The year has been an active one. While the membership has decreased 
rapidly during the past few years, the Posts still number 513 and the 
same careful attention to all details is required as when the membership 
was much greater. It has been my endeavor to give prompt and careful 
consideration to all communications from Posts and comrades in the hope 
of keeping up the standard established by those preceding me in this im- 
portant office. In this connection I desire to express the great obligations 
I am under to comrades John N. Reber, Headquarters Clerk J C. F. 
Gramlich, Asst. Q. M. General and J. Henry Holcomb, C. of A. 

The many invitations received to visit Posts and attend Camp-fires and 
Re-unions throughout the Department is an evidence that the fraternal 
spirit among our comrades has not lessened and the visitations made in 
your company will always be a source of pleasure and gratification, on 
account of the cordial and hospitable receptions received everywhere, I 
might mention the week passed with the Posts in Allegheny County, as well 
as those in Scranton, Wilkes-Barree, Indiana, Reading, Harrisburg and 
York. The Posts in Philadelphia appreciated your visits and the only 
regret was that you were unable to be present at all of them. 

In company with yourself I visited the Home for the Aged Veteran and 
Wife, at Philadelphia and the Home at Hawkins* Station, near Pittsburgh, 
both conducted under the auspices of the Ladies of the Grand Army of 
the Republic and most cheerfully testify to the excellent management of 
both institutions. The noble hearted women who give every attention to 
the comfort of the inmates deserves great cerdit . 

Our visit to the Soldiers' Orphans Industrial School at Scotland, Pa., 
was both a pleasure and a surprise. The nearly 500 boys and girls, com- 
fortably housed in the commodious buildings, surrounded by extensive 
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grounds, in the delightful Cumberland Valley, typifies a beautiful country 
home. The management appears perfect — the children happy, contented 
and industrious. 

One of the memorable events of the year was the National Encampment, 
held at Los Angeles, California, a distance of over 3,000 miles from 
Pennsylvania was attended by the full quota of Representatives from this 
Department, all of whom attended to the duties required of them in a 
most creditable manner. 

The Legislature of the State having made an appropriation, granting 
free transportation to Gettysburg and return to their homes to every 
survivor of the War of the Rebellion, residing in Pennsylvania to enable 
him to attend the 50th Anniversary of the Battle of Gettysburg Cele- 
bration, through the influence of comrades, the Commission arranged to 
issue tickets good from June 25th, thus enabling comrades to attend this 
Annual Encampment, railroad fare free. The date of this Encampment 
was fixed as near as practicable to the time for holding the 50th Anniver- 
sary, with a view of enabling comrades to attend both the Department 
Encampment and the 50th Anniversary Celebration. 

Every effort has been made to facilitate the procuring of transporta- 
tion with as little trouble to comrades as possible. Circulars and plans 
of the camp have been forwarded to every Post. Applications for trans- 
portation have also been furnished to each Post in sufficient quantity to 
enable every comrade who so desires to make application for same. This 
has not been accomplished without considerable labor and expense. 

Fewer demands for relief are now made than formerly, owing in great 
measure to the increase in pensions. There are still many cases, however, 
that require aid, which is freely granted by the Posts. 

The teaching of Patriotism and respect for the Flag, while not new 
has assumed much prominence in the Posts and among comrades. It 
seems to be realized that one of the chief duties of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at this day is to endeavor to stimulate love of country among 
the young, so as the years roll on they will remember the Veteran 
and lessons of Patriotism and Loyalty learned from him, in their school 
days. 

I have been impressed with the advantages enjoyed by those Posts 
which have a woman's auxiliary and would advise every Post where it 
is practicable to have an auxiliary composed of the Women's Relief Corps, 
or of the Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic, as a co-worker. 

The Sons of Veterans deserve our cordial support and encouragement. 
They are capable of entering into the work, in which we are engaged, 
with spirit and fervor. Would it not benefit both the Posts and the Camps, 
if the Posts would conclude the official work at an early hour and have 
the Sons with them in the Post room to enjoy together whatever exercises 
follow. 

The death of our beloved Department Chaplain, Rev. John W. Sayers, 
whose interest in the Grand Army of the Republic was uppermost in 
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his heart is a loss deeply felt by all comrades, more especially, myself 
and other comrades residing in Philadelphia, who had so many evidences 
of his love and solicitude for the soldier. 

The "Song Service" which he conducted at our annual re-unions at 
Gettysburg will ever be remembered by those of us whose good forune it 
was to attend these religious services. 

An appeal having been made by the Commander-in-Chief in aid of the 
sufferers by the recent floods in the West, a special order was issued on 
March 28th, requesting the Posts of this Department to contribute toward 
the relief of our comrades living in that section, whose property had been 
destroyed. It is with gratification I am able to report that the response 
received is but another evidence of the spirit of fraternity and charity pre- 
vailing among our comrades. The contributions to date amount to $1,542.95. 
Of this amount $600 was forwarded to the Department of Ohio, $350 to 
the Department of Indiana and $350 to the Department of Nebraska, 
leaving in the hands of the Assistant Quartermaster General $242.95; await- 
ing the disposition of the Encampment. 

Appended herewith is Exhibit 'A* giving the gains and losses by Posts 
from December 31, 1911 to December 31, 1912, also Exhibit "B" showing 
the number of Posts and the membership at the close of each year from 
1867 to 1912. 

In assuming the duties of Assistant Adjutant General, which office 
you honored me in July last. I assured you it would be my endeavor to 
meet the requirements, but realized its many and varied duties and would 
have to rely on your well known generosity and whole hearted comrade- 
ship to overlook any error of judgment on my part. I trust that I may 
in my humble way have met with your approval, for your kind consideration 
and valuable assistance I am greatly indebted.

In compiling this my fifth annual Report of Inspections of the De- 
partment, I more than ever realize the passing of time, the great ageing of 
our enfeebled comrades, their increasing lack of efficiency, their inability 
to continue with their old vigor the work so well performed by them in 
the past in our grand organization, and the gradual, but inevitable decay of 
the order itself.

what it was and what it stood for. 

In this connection, I am glad to note the increasing growth of our 
natural successors; the Sons of Veterans, who, soon, must assume greater 
responsibilities and catch up the work as it falls from our nerveless hands, 
and to this end, all help and encouragement should be given them by 
Posts and Comrades, looking toward the continuance and completion of 
the work their fathers have so nobly begun, to hold up the Flag: "Old 
Glory," to teach reverence for it, and to keep alive the great spirit of 
patriotism, throughout the length and breadth of the land. 

My admiration for the self-sacrificing, self-denying, active, energetic, 
and efficient inspectors of the Department, Assistant Inspectors-at-Large 
and Assistant Inspectors, all of whom have shown such devotion to the 
work assigned them, and rendered me such intelligent assistance in my 
duties, as Department Inspector, is unbounded, and I hereby acknowledge 
my personal indebtedness to them, and tender to them the personal thanks 
of the Department Commander, which I am sure, he will gladly bestow 
through me. To them, personally, I would say: Grow not weary, for 
there is still work to do, and further sacrifice to be made, which we must 
not allow to lag or die. As in my last report, I repeat "it has been a great 
pleasure to me, as the Department Inspector, to have been present at so 
many inspections and other functions and to have met, face to face and 
heart, so many noble comrades whose continued interest in our noble order 
never flags, and whose pleasant faces are an ever welcome to their own 
and visiting comrades." 

In conclusion, Comrade Town, I desire to acknowledge my personal 
obligation to you for the many courtesies extended to me by you, and 
for your faithful support in my labors. To the other members of the 
staff, the Headquarters Clerk, and the Members of the Council of Ad- 
ministration, I extend my grateful acknowledgments for the many courtesies 
extended to me by them. 

To the Department Commander, for his reappointment of me to the 
office of Inspector, and for his ever kindly expressed confidence in my 
work, I express my most grateful thanks and hope I have performed my 
duties to his personal satisfaction.

SAMUEL P. TOWN, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Dear Comrade: I have the honor to present this my eighth annual 
report as Patriotic Instructor, Department of Pennsylvania, a copy of 
which will be sent to the National Patriotic Instructor of the Grand Army 
of the Republic, as my report to him. 

A recommendation that the blanks for Post Patriotic Instructors' re- 
ports be distributed from National Headquarters, December 31st in order 
that those Instructors could forward their reports to reach the Department 
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Instructors for use not later than April 15th to the 25th, was approved 
by the 45th National Encampment, but as yet this has not been complied 
with; hence this report is being written without them and the recognition 
which the Post Instructors should be entitled to, cannot be given, nor can 
the Department Instructors intelligently compile their reports. Fortunately 
the Department of Pennsylvania has many Post Instructors who report 
at the proper time, regardless of the blank forms and the useless data these 
blanks require and, that these aged Comrades should not be expected to 
give. To my mind, they should be permitted to. use their own pleasure in 
this and in their own way furnish such information as they may think will 
be of interest and help to the Department Instructors. For example- 
consider the following excerpts from reports of Comrades who do not use 
the blank forms and, note the human interest and real information 
given: 

"The spirit of patriotism is abroad in the Land and the child- 
ren $ive the most abundant evidence of their knowledge of its 
meaning in their desire to take part in the demonstrations to the 
memory of our soldiers dead They welcome the Comrades of 
the G. A. R. who go to visit them with every sign of genuine 
pleasure; they take part in the exercises with all their hearts and 
when the Comrades leave, they are urged to come again. Many of 
these children go into homes where the language of our country 
is not spoken, where our history is known only by hearsay, where 
the Declaration of Independence and the Constitution are sealed 
books , where our Civil War, so glorious in its results, is so little 
known that probably none of its great battles or its principal actors 
can be named, and if names should be given would mean nothing, 
for the reason that they could not tell on which side they fought. 
These children will have much to tell about the men who go to visit 
them and what they say of the flag which is the banner of their 
adopted country, and what it typifies. The parents, too, will be 
interested; they will become more intelligent and more appreciative 
citizens as they come to know more of what our government means 
and the possibilities under it for themselves and their children. In 
the last days of the Grand Army of the Republic there is a work 
laid out for them to do, which will be second only to that which 
they accomplished in the years from 1861 to 1865." 

Also this: — 

"Our Post is endeavoring to bring its patriotic work to the 
highest point of efficiency, because we fee) that in getting the 
children of our schools interested and filled with the spirit of 
patriotism and loyalty, we can reach the parents and make better 
citizens of them . We will be glad to receive any suggestions you 
may have to give, for we realize there is much to learn and much 
to do in the short time left to us and we want to improve every 
hour and every opportunity." 

In this connection, I "instructed" as follows:— 

"While much is being done to instill patriotism in the youth 
of the land, little has been a one to draw it out of them. You 
will find this effective— Say to the children— "we have enjoyed our 
visit to your school very much and desire a souvenir of the same 
to keep." Will as many of you who can and will, write us a letter 
expressing the impression that our visit has made upon you." I 
value highly hundreds of letters that such a request brought."

Dear Comrade: — We beg leave to report that in compliance with the senti- 
ment expressed by the unanimous vote of the Department at the Encamp- 
ment held at Gettysburg in early June of 1912, in appropriating one hundred 
dollars for the purchase of testimonial in recognition of the high character, 
the splendid manhood, the fraternal comradship of the Rev. John W. 
Sayers, D. D., during his forty-one consecutive years of faithful religious 
service as Department Chaplain. With the appropriation was purchased 
a handsome mahogany crystal cabinet of Colonial style and in connection 
therewith a purse of gold containing three hundred dollars, was obtained 
by a popular one dollar subscription from comrades throughout the De- 
partment. 

These were presented to dear Comrade Sayers on November 7, 1912 in 
St. Matthews Methodist Episcopal Church, 53rd and Chestnut Streets in 
the presence of an assemblage of his comrades and friends limited as to 
members only by the capacity of that splendid edifice. It was a glorious ser- 
vice of expression of affection and admiration for John W. Sayers, though 
saddened by the serious illness of that dear comrade, yet by his genial 
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presence, gave hope of his early restoration in good health, yet this hope 
was soon sadly dispelled. The event was probably his last in life in public 
appearance. His rapid decline soon followed; the shadows of a long and 
useful life were fast closing forever the bright and glorious career on earth of 
Chaplain Sayers: A noble, lovable comrade, a true soldier, a devout 
Christian, a sincere minister of God's chosen work. 

On the evening of January 11, 1913, the great Spirit of Comrade John 
Wesley Sayers took its flight into blessed immortality, leaving with its 
comrades the sweet recollection of his having lived among them. 

"John W. Sayers life was a blessing and whose memory will be a benedic- 
tion, without a blur on his name, or a stain on his shield; of undomitable 
will, strong in his convictions ; of the humblest in origin, he died great in the 
esteem and love of his people. His blessed memory enshrined in the hearts 
of the many who revered him."

ADDRESS DELIVERED BY S. W. GEHRETT AT THE MEMORIAL SERVICES OP 
REV. JOHN W. SAYERS, D. D., HELD IN ST. MATTHEW'S CHURCH, PHILA- 
DELPHIA, SUNDAY MORNING, JANUARY 26, 1913. 

When Jesus was on his way to death he said to his disciples, "Don't 
forget me," and instituted a simple memorial service which was to be 
perpetuated for all time. We come this morning to pay tribute to one 
whose life was a blessing and whose memory will be a benediction. He 
lived a good life and his death was a joyous translation. He was privileged 
to live to a ripe age and now he has fallen on sleep without a blur on his 
name, or a stain on his shield. Though his going was not unexpected, we 
can never anticipate the loneliness and desolation of death. The blow is 
none the less severe, though we know it is coming and see the fall. We 
cannot hush the cry of widowhood, though husband went to sleep so gently, 
and passed into the heavens so triumphantly. 

John W. Sayers was not born and bred in a home of wealth. He was 
not rocked in the cradle of luxury. He had none of the refining comforts 
of life. His early life was a struggle against adverse circumstances; a 
fierce battle against contending forces. But when, as a boy, he consecrated 
his life to God, his whole destiny was changed. With an indomitable will 
that reigned supreme ; with strong convictions for the right ; he determined 
to act well his part in the drama of life. All his endowments of body, 
mind and heart were laid upon God's altar in his early boyhood days, and 
never did he remove them, nor desire to do so. 

When one passes on beyond our knowledge, we do more than follow the 
funeral procession to the grave ; we study the man and endeavor to gauge 
his worth to his day and generation and say a benediction to his life and 
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work. When God called John W. Sayers to the ministry, he felt his need 
of mental preparation. There was no parental purse to the bills, and he 
was therefore thrown upon his own resources. He toiled at manual labor, 
taught school, that he might complete his mental equipment. As a pastor 
and as a preacher, he was eminently successful. Was greatly esteemed 
by young and old. There was a brotherliness and sense of fairness in his 
character that drew people to him, and made them his fast friends. 

Memory reverts to that memorable 14th of April, 1861 when the flag of our 
nation, forced to yield to the murderous assaults of a people who had been , 
protected by the power it represented, went down in the ruins of Sumpter. 
But Phoenix like it rose from the ashes, was afterward riddled with shot 
and shell, waved over many a field of carnage; and to-day, thank God, with 
not a star blotted out, or a strip erased, it waves over "the land of the free, 
and the home of the brave." 

We well remember the days of '61; days of intensest activity; days that 
tried men's souls; memorable in heart and in home; made memorable by 
thrilling proclamations; stern summonings to the battlefield; the touching 
farewell of husband and wife, of brother and sister, of lover and betrothed. 

It seems but yesterday, when to the music of drum and fife, loyal men 
marched away to defend the honor of the nation. When the call was made 
to stand by the flag; with an enthusiasm inspired of God; and with the 
sublime consciouness that the country needed their services, loyal men went 
forth, believing that their cause was a just one, and that the God of battles 
would crown their efforts with victory. And among that number was John 
W. Sayers, who served his country with a zeal that was patriotic, and a 
loyalty that could not be questioned. When his enlistment expired, he re- 
turned to his home and resumed the busy activities of civic life. 

No man has a right to go down to his grave unlamented and unwept of the 
living. We are not here to-day as mourners; we have come to the corona- 
tion of a victor. A life of usefulness and honor, of service to man and to* 
God ; a life of moral excellence and spiritual glory ; crowned with immor- 
tality, is not a thing to be depressed over. 

The translation of Chaplain Sayers came during the night. The old 
clock in the dome of time ticked on toward the hour of mid-night ; but on the 
dial of eternity quivered the rosy beams of the cloudless morning. Death 
flings her shadows around the wasting hours of human life ; but hope shakes 
from her robes the harbinger rays of heavens eternal sunburst. Dr. Sayers 
translation came at night, but the valley and the shadow of death was il- 
luminated by the presence of the Great Commander ; and to our translated 
comrade, it was not mid-night, but eternal morning. 

Comrades, we are a vanishing army. One can look into the future a little 
way, and see that ere long a few white haired old men will meet to talk 
over the tremendous events of the war for the Union, to pray for God's 
blessing to rest upon the great republic, and then go to their homes to wait 
and listen for the faint roll of the tattoo of death, which to the soldier means 
"lights out and to rest," and the low, sad throb of the drum shall summon 
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• 

them to their graves, over which the glorious banner of a united nation will 

be floating still. And God grant that that flag we have loved so well may 

still be floating under the starlit heavens when the angles shall beat over 

our sleeping dust the reveille of the resurrection morning.

COMRADE J. C. CLYDE, Post No. 217: Comrades, in appearing be- 
fore you to make a nomination for Commander of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, I am perfectly aware of the fact that each comrade would, for 
personal reasons, nominate a friend. If there were no other reasons for the 
13 
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nomination I am about to make, I would cheerfully make the nomination be- 
cause of the friendship between the person whom I shall nominate and my- 
self, but there are other reasons for my nominating him. It has been my 
privilege, I might say my duty, for many years to serve as the Chaplain of 
my Post, and in that service I have been with this comrade time and time 
again, and there has never been one who has shown more kindliness of 
heart towards the bereaved families of the members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic than has this man. Now, if that were the only reason, I 
might stop there, but there is another reason, and perhaps a third. There 
is no man that I know in the Grand Army of the Republic whose heart is 
so open, whose hand is so generous to relieve the necessities of a suffering 
comrade, as this comrade. I desire to nominate for Commander of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania the retiring Senior Vice Department Commander, 
Noah Dietrich, the Commander of Post 217 of Easton. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER R. B. BEATH: Commander and 
comrades, we have begun work tin? morning with the intention of getting 
through as quickly as possible. It is too hot to spend much time in speech 
making or in listening to speeches. I have been delegated, and I accepted 
with great pleasure, to present to you for Department Commander the 
name of one of the best working comrades in this Department of Pennsyl- 
vania, Comrade Henry I. Yohn of Post No. 1. (Applause.) 

While other good comrades are to be named, I know of none in my long 
connection with the Grand Army who has done better work than has this 
comrade as Secretary of the Grand Army Association of Philadelphia for a 
long number of years. He has appeared before the members of the Legis- 
lature to appeal for help for our comrades; he has gone before the commit- 
tees of our Common and Select Councils of Philadelphia in the interest of 
our comrades, and has worked diligently and intelligently and successfully 
in these respects. You cannot do better, comrades, than place the com- 
mand ership of this department in the hands of this comrade, who had a 
splendid military record, an equally good record as a citizen and a com- 
rade, and I ask your support for Henry I. Yohn. (Applause.) 

COMRADE JOHN A. WIEDERSHEIM, Post No. 1: Department Com- 
mander and comrades: In the pasc year the George G. Meade Post sent out 
to you the name of one of its Past Commanders, one of the most faithful, 
loyal, painstaking comrades we have in that Post, and many of the com- 
rades throughout this great State and Department know what he has done 
for them. After all the beautiful words of Comrade Beath it is hardly 
worth while to say anything more, except to add that in the name of the 
George G. Meade Post, I second the nomination of Henry I. Yohn, and 
would ask you to give him your loyal support in the belief that if you will 
elect him, he will serve you faithfully and will not be found wanting in any 
respect ; a man who served all through the war, was a big Indian fighter for 
some time afterwards and has spent a great deal of his time since then in 
your service and the service of the Department of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 
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PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS J. STEWART: De- 
partment Commander and comrades of this Encampment: I recall that my 
good comrade from Post No . 217 said it was a great pleasure to nominate his 
comrade as a friend. Comrade Bcath said that owing to the sultry condition 
of this room, speeches would be short. I shall nominate a friend, and I 
shall make the speech short, and 1 shall break the rule that just now seems 
to obtain, of making nominating speeches in which we extol the comrade 
and never mention his name until the end of the speech . I am . going to 
nominate one of the best Grand Army men in Pennsylvania, William J. 
Wells . (Applause . ) 

And now, just a word as to who and what he is. If you seek for service, 
he gave to the service of his country forty-seven months and twenty-five days, 
only five days short of four years. He fought from the beginning to the 
end, bravely, loyally and faithfully, in a regiment conspicuous for its 
bravery, the 48th Pennsylvania Volunteers, that did that tremendous work 
of making the mine, a work that has gone down into history as a wonder- 
ful achievement. He has been a conscientious, faithful and loyal comrade 
of the Grand Army of the Republic for thirty-five years, day in and day 
out, in season and out of season. For years and years he has gone and ad- 
dressed the schools of Montgomery and neighboring counties, to the extent 
of fifteen of them, at Memorial Day, and instilled into the children patriot- 
ism and love of country and regard and respect for the Grand Army of the 
Republic. For forty years he has taught school, he has been honored by 
the people of his county and to-day enjoys their confidence and respect. For 
five years he has been the Inspector of this Department, and his records are 
models of neatness and models of efficiency. To-day the Grand Army of the 
Republic is closer to the hearts of the people than ever before. This De- 
partment some years ago had upon its rolls 45,000 men ; to-day it has less 
than 18,000, but it has a deeper place in the hearts of Pennsylvania that it 
ever had. We need a man for Department Commander who will fill the 
highest position of honor and responsibility in this magnificent Department, 
one who will fill it with dignity and ability, as the others would do, but my 
comrade will fill it with that intelligence and administrative ability that will 
keep this Grand Army of the Republic in the confidence and respect of the 
people of this mighty State in the future, and I assure you, and I pledge 
him, that if the standard of the Department of Pennsylvania is placed in 
the hands of Comrade William J. Wells, he will return it to his successor 
as pure and as stainless as he shall receive it, and I ask for the support of 
this Encampment for the comrade who deserves its highest honors so well, 
and I trust you will see your way clear to support for- the position of De- 
parement Commander the present Inspector of the Department, Comrade 
William J. Wells, of Post No. 11. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER, W. J. PATTERSON: I rise 
to second the nomination of Comrade Wells on behalf of the delegates from 
Allegheny County, who have unanimously endorsed Comrade Wells for the 
position of the Department Commander of Pennsylvania. It is unnecessary 
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for me to add anything to the eloquent presentation of his qualifications for 
that exalted place. I simply rise to express the sentiment of the entire 
delegation from Allegheny County in favor of Comrade Wells. (Applause.) 

COMRADE GEORGE W. RHOADS, Post No. 58: Department Com- 
mander, it is my pleasure to second the nomination of Comrade Noah Diet- 
rich, a man who has been loyal, as you heard here a few minutes ago; and 
who is beloved by the comrades not only in his own home town of Easton, 
but throughout the State of Pennsylvania. He is known throughout this 
great Commonwealth as a loyal Grand Army man from the soles of his 
feet to the top of his head, and I do not believe you will do wrong in 
honoring him with the nomination and even the election as Department 
Commander . (Applause . ) 

COMRADE F. H. HOY, Post No. 58: I move you that the nominations 
for Department Commander now close. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

COMRADE NOAH DIETRICH, Post No. 217: Comrades of the De- 
partment of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, one of the grandest 
organizations, I think, on the face of the globe for we stand second to none 
in this great United States, I have been Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander for one year; your Senior Vice Department Commander for 
one year, and I now find a sort of cross-corner fight here among three 
candidates just nominated. In order that this convention may not be tied 
up, I want to say to you that I withdraw my name and leave the field to 
the other two comrades that have been nominated, — Comrade Yohn and Com- 
rade Wells. 

But I wish to make the statement now and here, and I want this under- 
stood, that I shall be a candidate for your Department Commander of the 
State of Pennsylvania in 1914, so that it cannot be said that I came in the 
field with my announcement too late. 

I thank you, comrades, for your kindness to me. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order is nomina- 
tions for Senior Vice Department Commander. 

COMRADE E. B. HOFFMAN, Post No. 58: Comrades, I wish to place 
in nomination this morning for the office of Senior Vice Department Com- 
mander, a friend of mine and also a loyal Grand Army man, one who was 
a soldier in every sense of the word, and who has a splendid record of thirty- 
six years in the Grand Army of the Republic, with his hand in his pocket 
whenever there is a question of need or an old comrade falls by the wayside. 
For such a man I ask your support. Now, comrades, this is the anniversary 
of his birth, let us give him the election, and make Comrade F. H. Hoy 
of Post No. 58 our next Senior Vice Department Commander. (Applause.) 

COMRADE OWEN E. MANK, Post No. 87: I wish to rise, Commander, 
to nominate a comrade who is a good, faithful worker, and has been for the 
past thirty years, in the ranks of the Grand Army of the Republic. I 
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know him, and most of you comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania 
know him, and therefore, without making any address whatever, I wish to 
nominate Ignatz Gresser, of Post No. 87, Allentown, for the office of Senior 
Vice Department Commander. (Applause.) 

COMRADE A. J. PUGH, Posi No. 58: It affords me great pleasure at 
this moment to have the opportunity to raise my voice in seconding the 
nomination of Comrade Hoy, a comrade well known not only in his Post 
but throughout the Department of Pennsylvania, a comrade who in the 
Post can be depended upon every time for help, a comrade who when 
strangers come to the city of Harrisburg, comrades who may need assistance, 
they are always sure to find where Comrade Hoy is; when they find him, 
they find a comrade whose heart and whose pocketbook and whose hand are 
ever open and ready to assist him. His record as a soldier shows two en- 
listments, one in the 127th Regiment and as Color Sergeant in the 201st. I 
have known him for thirty years and over, and as Commander of his Post 
I have always found him ready to assist me and every ready to fill any posi- 
tion or perform any duty. I therefore wish to second the nomination of 
Comrade Hoy, and while there are many others that are called, there is not 
a comrade placed in nomination this morning who will fill the bill any better 
or do more credit to the Department as Senior Vice Department Commander 
than F. H. Hoy of Post No. 58, of Harrisburg. (Applause.) 

COMRADE D. S. BEEMER, of Post No. 139: I rise to put in nomina- 
tion a friend and neighbor of mine who most of you know, Comrade Henry 
E. Payne, one of the best Grand Army men we have in any section of the 
country, Past Post Commander of the largest Post in the State, and he 
was Chairman of the committee who had charge of the Department En- 
campment held at Scranton two years ago ; he is chairman of the committee 
for visiting schools, and under his direction we visited over 40,000 children 
and over 100 schools. He is a man who is ready and willing at all times 
to lend his assistance in helping a Grand Army man ; he is always on the 
firing line ; you all know where to find him . I don t want to make a long 
speech, but I want to present for your consideration the name of Henry E. 
Payne, of Post No. 139, Scranton, for Senior Vice Department Commander, 
(Applause.) 

COMRADE O. A. PARSONS, Post No. 97: I second the nomination of 
Comrade Henry E. Payne of Scranton. 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Senior Vice Department Com- 
mander close. Agreed to. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order is the 
nomination of candidates for Junior Vice Department Commander. 

COMRADE B. L. MYERS, Post No. 46: I wish to place in nomination 
for Junior Vice Department Commander, Comrade Charles C. Taylor of 
Post No. 46. Comrade Taylor served in the 147th Pennsylvania Volunteers 
and he has been a member of the Grand Army of the Republic for thirty- 
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eight years. He was elected Commander of our Post in 1882 and again in 
1910, and has served ever since. The record of Post 46 is such, its reputa- 
tion for good busines methods is such, that whenever a Department Com- 
mander for the past twenty-five years has visited Philadelphia (I leave it 
to the men on the stage), he has always thought it an honor to go and see 
the work of "46." This fyas been brought about by the great executive ability 
of Comrade Taylor, and I hope you will elect him . (Applause.) 

COMRADE WILLIAM H. GREEN, Post No. 94: Commander, I rise 
to place in nomination the name of as good a comrade as any in the De- 
parement of Pennsylvania to-day, a comrade who is always ready to extend 
a helping hand when opportunity offers. 

Now, comrades, Comrade Myers said he will leave it to the folks on the 
stage. I am going to leave it to the men in this hall. I rise to place in 
nomination Comrade Charles Meconnahey, of Post No. 114. (Applause.) 

COMRADE W. F. HAMBRIGHT, Post No. 405: I assume we are all 
good and loyal Grand Army men, therefore I will not make a long speech 
telling of the good qualities of the candidate I propose to name. He formerly 
lived in Franklin County and belonged to Post 287 ; he was then transferred 
to Lancaster to Post 84, and has been a comrade of the Grand Army for 
thirty-five years, always willing and ready to assist his comrades in every 
way. He is now the Junior Commander of a department composed of six 
counties in the center of the State with a membership of about 8,000 com- 
v rades. He belonged to the 21st Pennsylvania Cavalry and was later trans- 
ferred to the 17th, and stuck so close to that horse in the line of duty that 
it prevented him from reaching a higher stature. But comrades, I believe 
him entitled to the Junior Vice Commandership of this great Department, 
and I nominate, and hope you will elect, Comrade J. W. McCune of Post 
No. 84. (Applause.) 

COMRADE HUGH R. FULTON, Post No. 84: I rise to second the 
nomination by Post No. 405 of Comrade J. W. McCune of Post No. 84 
for the office of Junior Vice Department Commander. I rise to second that 
nomination not only on behalf of the Central Association but on behalf of 
Post No. 84. This nomination has been made by our sister Post, No. 405. 
It was very kind of them, but Post No. 84, to which our comrade belongs, 
heartily endorses Comrade McCune's nomination. Our Central Association 
consists of six of the strongest counties, counties, I will venture to say, 
that sent as many soldiers to the field, in proportion, as any other six 
counties in the State of Pennsylvania. Now, Commander, on behalf of 
Post 84, on behalf of the Central Association, and on behalf of old Lancaster 
County, I second the nomination and ask you to elect Comrade McCune of 
Lancaster. (Applause.) 

COMRADE R. J. BAXTER, Post No. 10: We are all one; we ought to 
be ; there should be no division between the body of the convention and those 
on the platform. As we vote, so should the convention vote, and that ought 
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to be the order of the convention of the Department of Pennsylvania all the 
time. One vote on the platform should be no more than one vote in the 
body, and I would like to make that thought so deep in the common com- 
radeship of the Department of Pennsylvania that we would not forget it. 
We are comrades; I say that as a sailor, as a naval man, and I am here to 
ask the privilege of seconding the. nomination of a friend and a comrade, 
one with whom I have been in touch, one that I have appreciated as I know 
his personal work ; I rise to second the nomination of Comrade Charles C . 
Taylor, of Post No. 46, of Philadelphia. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER ROBERT B. BEATH: I would 
like to ask Comrade Baxter a question: Has anyone on this platform ar- 
rogated to himself to be any better than any other comrade in the Encamp- 
ment? You should not insult those on the platform by making such refer- 
ences . 

COMRADE B. L. MYERS, Post No. 46: I said "I would leave it to 
the men on the platform," meaning that as I was then referring to the 
Department Commanders, they would be found there. That is what I said. 
I did not ask particularly the votes of the comrades on the stage. Now, 
comrades, it is not right to misconstrue the words of a man in this way, 
it is not fair. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER* LOUIS WAGNER: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades, it is our misfortune to be up here. I have 
refused repeatedly to take a se«t on the platform because there are so 
manjf down there who would like to take the place and cannot get it. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Junior Vice Department Com- 
mander close. Agreed to. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order is the 
nomination of candidates for Medical Director. 

COMRADE P. LEUSCHEN, Post No. 67: I want to place in nomina- 
tion for the office of Medical Director for the Department of Pennsylvania, 
a comrade who has been a member of the Grand Army of the Republic ever 
since the beginning of Post No. 67, and that is a good many years. He 
was a good soldier, he is a splendid citizen, and a good medical doctor, and 
I place in nomination for Medical Director, Comrade James E. Silliman of 
Post No. 67, Erie. (Applause.) 

COMRADE A. H. SCHAPER, Post No. 67: On behalf of Post No. 67, 
I was to second that nomination on account of the charity that Comrade 
Silliman has always exhibited to the old soldiers in the City of Erie. 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Medical Director close, and that 
Dr. Silliman be elected by acclamation. Agreed to.

198 47TH ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT, DEPT. OF PENNA., 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The next business in order is nomina- 
tions for Department Chaplain. 

COMRADE G. E. MORGAN, Post No. 21: I rise to nominate a com- 
rade whose service as a soldier was not quite so long as some of the com- 
rades here for the reason that his mother was so busy bringing three other 
sons into the world and equipping them with strength to go forth as sol- 
diers that he, being the youngest, of course went to war last. Three of his 
brothers enlisted in a New Jersey brigade; he enlisted in the 10th New Jer- 
sey and fought in the Battle of the Wilderness, Spottsylvania, was wounded 
at Cold Harbor and carried to the hospital. That is his record as a soldier. 
For thirty-two years he has been a member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and at every reunion, and wherever the Grand Army has gathered 
together, the face of this comrade, the Rev. Ebenezer Adams has been 
seen. 

His record as a minister is this: he was converted in 1860 to the Meth- 
odist Episcopal religion ; he received a license to preach in 1869, and since 
that time he has been consistent and devout and a splendid minister of 
the Gospel, and wherever opportunity has offered, Comrade Adams has 
always been ready to minister to the spiritual needs of the distressed and 
unfortunate, and I therefore submit for your consideration as Department 
Chaplain the name of a comrade whom I reverence, Comrade Ebenezer 
Adams of Post No. 21. (Applause.) 

COMRADE CHARLES E. TIPTON, Post No. 10: I rise to present 
the name of one who has always at heart the interests of the old soldier. 
It is hardly worth while for me to give his name for I think there is not a 
member that ever attended a convention that does not know it. You 
know we must recognize the navy once in a while even if they were not 
able to get to Gettysburg. I nominate Comrade Richard Baxter of Post 
No . 10 for Department Chaplain . 

COMRADE JOSHUA MORGAN, Post No. 18: I rise to second the 
nomination of Comrade Ebenezer Adams for Department Chaplain. He 
is a splendid man and a splendid comrade. I am not going to tell you he is 
the best comrade, but he certainly is one of the best. Comrade Morgan, 
my namesake, said to you a little while ago that Comrade Adams had not 
been long in the service, but, my comrades, he has served long and faith- 
fully in the service of God Almighty, and that is the best service of all. 
He is just the man we want for Chaplain ,— one who serves God and will 
ask you to serve Him, which I hope you all do. I second the nomination 
of Comrade Ebenezer Adams of Post No. 21. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THAD. M. MAHON: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades, I rise for the purpose of nominating a 
candidate for Chaplain of this Department, the Rev. M. L. Ganoe of 
Post No. 62, of Altoona. I have known this comrade for many years; 
I have sat under his preaching. He is a member of the Central Pennsyl- 
vania Methodist Conference, and is recognized as one of its most eloquent 
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preachers, and I believe he can aquit himself at any function of the Grand 
Army of the Republic or anywhere else. This comrade enlisted in Feb- 
ruary, 1862, in the 2nd Cavalry; he served until March, 1865; never had a 
detail, never a day away from his company. He joined the Grand Army 
of the Republic in 1877, thirty-six years ago, and has been an active mem- 
ber of this organization ever since. He was the beloved and intimate 
friend of our late lamented Chaplain Sayers. I know of no two men in 
every respect so alike as Comrade Ganoe and Chaplain Sayers. He has 
been with many of your comrades who have passed over, visiting your sick, 
burying our dead. He is a regularly ordained minister and has been in 
the ministry for forty years. He will make good anywhere, either in camp- 
fire or Grand Army meeting, and I ask you to give your support to Dr. 
Ganoe and you will not regret your selection. He is a worthy successor 
to his friend, Chaplain Sayers. (Applause.) 

COMRADE WM. A. COOK, Post No. 37: I wish to second the nomin- 
ation of Comrade M. L. Ganoe. We have had nominations to-day from 
our beloved metropolis, Philadelphia; we have had nominations from the 
Northeastern part of the State, but the nomination of Comrade Ganoe will 
please everybody. Post No. 37 has passed over to the other side over 270 
members. We number to-day 200 members, and we are not asking very 
much but we want a whole lot, and that whole lot is your support for 
the Rev. M. L. Ganoe. Whenever he has been stationed in York he has 
always been at the meetings of Post 37 and at the service of its members, 
morning, noon and at midnight, and he never comes to York but that the 
whole Post goes to hear him. Comrades, elect him. 

COMRADE J. H. McCURDY, Post No. 62: I want to endorse the 
nomination of Comrade Ganoe, a member of our Post, for Department 
Chaplain. I have been personally acquainted with him for a number of 
years. I know him to be not only a pulpit orator, but a lecturer as well. 
He can entertain you, comrades, in serious thought or he can give you all 
the laughter you want, and you will not make auy mistake in casting your 
ballot for Comrade Ganoe. That is all I have to say. 

Moved and Seconded that nominations for Department Chaplain close. 
Agreed to. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER LOUIS WAGNER: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades, I desire to modify, for reasons which will 
commend themselves to your judgment, the proposition in regard to the 
special order of three o'clock. The desire is that there be an election for 
officers as a number of our comrades must leave Gettysburg on the four 
o'clock train. The suggestion that I wish to make is that the special order 
for the election of officers be named for 2:30, and the reception to Coloned 
Beitler for ten minutes previous to that time. That will give us a chance 
to vote and to get into the fresh air after we have voted. 
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COMRADE GEORGE W. RHOADS, Post No. 58: I move we now 
proceed to the selection of a place in which to hold our next Encampment. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 

COMRADE HARRY WHITE, Post No. 28: Department Commander 
and comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania: the hottest and most 
disagreeable thing on a hot afternoon is a heavy overcoat; the next most 
disagreeable thing is a heavy nominating speech. I don't propose to in- 
dulge in anything so heavy. As I was coming along the street this morn- 
ing, a comrade said to me, "Harry, we are for Indiana, but make your 
speech short." So I will follow and endorse what my friendly comrade 
said to me, recalling a remark that was said to have been made a few years 
ago when General John T. Morgan was living and a member of the United 
States Senate. He was a most accomplished representative of his state. 
There came to Washington, it is said, a late member of the 17th Alabama 
Regiment. He visited the President, went around Washington visiting the 
different places of interest, and then returned to his people near Selma, 
Ala. His neighbors were very curious as to his visit to Washington, and 
he told them about seeing the President, how he had visited at the White 
House, that he saw the United States Senate and the members of the 
House of Representatives. Then he added, "And I heard General Morgan, 
our United States Senator, speak for two hours." "Heard him speak for 
two hours," exclaimed a neighbor, "what did he speak about?" "Well," 
the visitor said, "he didn't say." (Laughter and applause.) 

So I will be brief. We want you to come to Indiana in 1914. Indiana 
is historic. Last year we wanted you, but in deference to the historic 
event that we will celebrate in the next few days, we gave way for Gettys- 
burg. We offer you the hospitality of the town of Indiana, and ask that 
you come there in 1914. We talked about steers and roast oxen last year. 
In the meatime they have grown a little tough, but we have a few new 
ones coming on. Therefore next year come to Indiana. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. T. POWELL: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades: last year the comrades from the west came 
to our Encampment almost solid for Indiana, but I tried to convince them 
that it would not be well to ask these city employees and the county 
employees and the business men and the comrades who wanted to get their 
vacation, to come to Indiana the first week in June and then expect them 
to come here to this reunion in July. The comrades were nearly all op- 
posed to me, so the suggestion I want to make is — comrades, come to 
Indiana next year. I have been there four or five times and know some- 
thing about it. Comrades, consider the matter, and then come to Indiana 
next year. 

COMRADE HUGH R. FULTON, Post No. 84: Department Com- 
mander and comrades, it has been my wish for the past ten years that I 
might sometime have the privilege of inviting the Department of Pennsyl- 
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vania to Lancaster for their annual encampment. To-day I have the privi- 
lege, the gratification and the very great pleasure of coming here to ask 
you to fix Lancaster as the place for holding the next Department Encamp- 
ment. 

Where is Lancaster? There is no trouble to find Lancaster; it is on the 
map. The statistics show we have the richest county in the United States, 
agriculturally speaking. We have through railroads; every line come to 
Lancaster, and you can get there by trolley and automobile, and when 
you do get there, you are at home. Now, comrades, I wouldn't for the 
world say anything against my old friend Judge Harry White's place. I 
know that country is God's country, and when I say that I am reminded of 
a remark of a friend of mine from Lancaster. He went out to Kansas; 
the first year he was there the grasshoppers ate up his crops ; the next year, 
the potato bugs did the same, and the third years a dry spell came on, and 
then he pulled up stakes and started Eastward. "Where are you going," 
he was asked; "I am going back to God's country, he answered. God's 
country? Where is that? Why old Lancaster County. If you come to 
Lancaster next year to your Encampment, you will be in God's country. 
Then, comrades, you won't need to pay $2.50 a bottle for wine; our beer 
is the best in the world, and you can get it for five cents a glass. Then we 
have the greatest factories in the United States; the greatest silk mills, 
good hotels and everything you want, and if you will come to Lancaster, 
we will give you a royal good time. (Applause.) 

COMRADE IGNATZ GRESSER, Post No. 87: Comrades, the places 
of which you have just heard are only towns and villages. Come to Al- 
lentown . Allen town is a patriotic city . It sent the first men to the war . 
Allentown has invited you to come there to hold your next Encampment, 
and while the other places may have their attractions, I tell you, boys, 
we have the prettiest women in the world right there in Allentown. 
(Laughter and applause.) If you will come to Allentown you will never 
leave it. Allentown speaks United States, German, Irish and Dutch. 
If you come to Allentown, comrades you will live forty years longer. 

OFFICER OF THE DAY: Department Commander, the Commander- 
in-Chief, Alfred B. Beers, and his Adjutant General are at the outpost 
waiting to be admitted . 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Officer of the day, return to the out- 
post and conduct the Commander-in-Chief and # the Adjutant General to 
this platform. 

Reception of Commander-in-Chief, Alfred B. Beers, and Adjutant Gen- 
eral, Henry J. Seeley. 

COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF ALFRED B. BEERS: Department Com- 
mander and comrades, I am very sorry to come in here and interrupt the 
proceedings just at this interesting occasion when evidently you are listen- 
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ing to a flow of eloquence on behalf of those whom you desire to have 
elevated to the highest offices in your Department, and so I shall detain 
you but a very few moments. 

It gives me very great pleasure to come into the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, a department with which I have been familiar for so many 
years during my connection with the Grand Army of the Republic and in 
which I have so many warm Orand Army friends and warm personal 
friends, and that friendship was demonstrated a year ago, last Septem- 
ber, in the only way in which friendship can be truly demonstrated, and 
that is by helping your friend when he needs help, and the Department of 
Pennsylvania at Los Angeles helped me, and therefore I know they are 
friends, each and every one, and for that reason it gives me additional 
pleasure to be yith you. 

I congratulate your Department upon maintaining the large number of 
comrades that you have upon your rolls, in maintaining such splendid dis- 
cipline in your Department, and in maintaining that spirit of fraternity 
between comrades, that spirit of charity which exemplified by your work 
in behalf of your suffering comrades and their widows and orphans, and 
that loyalty which means not loyalty to country and flag alone but means 
loyalty to each other. You will recollect, boys, that you are admonished 
to stand by your comrade though the whole world assail him, and I know 
that in this Department that principle is remembered and acted upon. 

Now, comrades, I want to say a word to you about Chattanooga. You 
all know that the National Encampment is to be held at Chattanooga in 
September, the first time that the Grand Army of the Republic ever met 
South of Mason and Dixon's line upon the battlefields of the rebellion. At 
Chattanooga you have Lookout Mountain, the scene of Hooker's battle 
above the clouds. You have Missionary Ridge, where was won a glorious 
victory; you have Chicamauga, where for three days that conflict raged 
second only to Gettysburg, and in which that grand old General Thomas 
(Applause) stood all the hours of t)« declining afternoon battling against 
tremendous odds, and subsequently opposing and holding back the enemy 
and saving the Union Army from what might have been dire results. 
Strung all the way along the line from Chattanooga to Atlanta, like pearls 
upon a string, are the fifty battlefields fought over by Sherman and his 
army in that memorable advance from Charleston to the sea. It is a 
country of wonderful interest to us all, and I think every comrade who goes 
there will be pleased, and I want to say to you that you will get a royal 
weclome in Chattanooga. You will feel you are among friends for they 
are no longer enemies. They are a generous and hospitable people. About 
one-half of the population of Chattanooga are Northern people; the other 
half are Southern people, and it seems to me that the patriotism and gener- 
osity of the North has leavened the entire South and they are all Union 
men now, lovers of the Union and lovers of the flag. 

I just want to tell you boys a little thing that took place there so you 
can see the feeling that exists. I went there to see about the invitation 
they proposed to extend to us, and with their usual hospitality, they gave 
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the Adjutant General and me a dinner in the hotel to which they invited 
ninety people, giving them about eight hours' notice, the people who stood 
first in the manufacturing, financial and business interest, and at the ap- 
pointed hour there were eighty-five of the ninety present, and a large pro- 
portion of them were men who had served in the Conferedate Army or who 
were the sons or the grandsons of those who served in the Confederate 
Army, and when I was introduced to this body of gentlemen after we had 
had our dinner, — I was introduced by Mayor Thompson of the city who is 
himself a son of a Confederate veteran, and the commander of the Camp 
of the Sons of Veterans of Chattanooga, and a son of Ex-Governor Thomp- 
son of South Carolina, so you see he comes from good old Southern stock, he 
rose to his feet, and before he spoke my name, he said to those assembled: 
"Gentlemen, I want you to rise and drink with me to the American flag," 
and every man in that room rose to his feet, and with an "Hurrah,'' they 
drank to the flag of the Union. 

Later in the proceedings, when it came my turn to be heard, I paid an 
eulogy to the flag, and I said to these gentlemen, "It is the flag we want to 
live under and die under, and to have our children and children s children 
to the latest generation live under and die under," and that body of gentle- 
ment rose to their feet, confederate and union men, and with an hurrah that 
almost lifted the roof they applauded that sentiment. 

I want to show you what the feeling is . You will have a good time there 
and will find lots of objects of interest. You will go away well satisfied 
from that Encampment. I trust Pennsylvania will be there in the front 
rank, and if there are any countesies I can extend, Commander, command 
me. 

I thank you, comrades, for this opportunity to meet you, and knowing 
how you are pressed for time, I will close by saying to you again that I 
appreciate this Department: I appreciate it not only for its kindness to me, 
but I appreciate it because of its true spirit of fraternity, charity and 
loyalty in the work of the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, I wish to present to you 
the Adjutant General of the Grand Army of the Republic, Comrade 
Henry J. Seeley. 

ADJUTANT GENERAL HENRY J. SEELEY: Department Com- 
mander and comrades of the Department of Pennsylvania: I am not 
here to make a speech, I assure you of that, and I am not going to. I 
am here to attend to the Commander-in-Chief and I am trying to do my 
duty by him. 

I want to thank the Department of Pennsylvania, the grand old Key- 
stone State, for the invitation I received to attend this Encampment, and 
I assure you I appreciate it very highly. 

All that the Commander-in-Chief has told you about Chattanooga is 
true, and I could tell you a good deal more; he hasn't told you half of it, 
and the reason he hasn't told you half of it is because he didn't belong to 
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that army and I did, and when you come down to Chattanooga, I will show 
you all around because I am familiar with all that territory around there, 
and I assure you you will have a great time there. 
Comrades, I thank you. (Applause.) 

The Commander-in-Chief and his Adjutant General were escorted from 
the platform, the Encampment being called up and saluting. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. T. POWELL: Depart- 
ment Commander and comiades: contrary to our usual custom, we did not 
make any rule with reference to the convening of this Encampment, but 
the stenographer is here, and she can take it down ; I have not written 
anything out: I move you we take a recess from 12 until 2 o'clock, and 
then to continue the session, if necessary, until 5 o'clock, adjourning then 
until 9 o'clock to-morrow morning, continuing in session, if necessary, 
until 12. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 



Friday, 2 P. M., June 27, 1913. 

The Department Encampment was called to order by the Department 
Commander at the designated hour. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, I believe the business at 
present before this Encampment is the selection of a place at which to 
hold our next Encampment. 

COMRADE H. C. CAMPBELL, Post No. 237: I wish to second the 
nomination of Indiana as the place for our next Encampment. I wish 
to correct the impression given by the comrade from Lancaster, that 
Indiana is not on the map. It is on the map, all right, and when you 
get there, the people will open their hearts and their homes to you, and 
you will be accorded royal good treatment. 

Moved and seconded that nominations for the next place of meeting close 

Agreed to. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER LOUIS WAGNER: Somebody 
should make a motion that a particular place be selected. We can then 
take, a vote on that and find out just what is the choice of the comrades. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER W. J. PATTERSON: I move 
that Indiana be selected as the place for holding the next Department 
Encampment. 

COMRADE WM. A. COOK, Post No. 37: I move to amend that Lan- 
caster be named. 
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DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: The question before the Encamp- 
ment is that Indiana be selected as the place for holding our next En- 
campment. That motion is amended that Lancaster be chosen. 

Vote called for. Department Commander declared Indiana as the place 
selected for holding the next Annual Encampment. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER LOUIS WAGNER: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades, the Encampment this morning very kindly 
complied with my suggestion in the matter of an informal brief reception 
to Colonel Beitler. 

Most of you recall the fact that until February last I was the chairman 
of the commission to arrange for the reunion to be held here next week, 
and Colonel Beitler was made by the commission the active executive 
officer for the work. If there was any man who did efficient work, it is 
he, and please note the fact that he traveled into every State in the 
south, and into every State in the north and northeast, (this is not his 
speech but simply my introductory) for the purpose of introducing and 
producing favorable action by the legislatures in session in connection with 
this Gettysburg celebration, and I am convinced, and I do not hesitate 
to say so, that there is not a man within my acquaintance, and it is no 
reflection upon all of you, who could have rendered more efficient service 
than he did. As this occasion will never again arise, I wish to make a 
permanent record of this, the Grand Army of the Republic being the most 
active and most persistent and consistent advocate of this reunion since it 
was first started. If you will permit me, I will take great pleasure in pre- 
senting to you Colonel Beitler, who is here. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER. I take great pleasure in presenting to 
you, and through you to the comrades of this Grand Army Encampment, 
Col. Lewis E. Beitler, a member of Governor Tener's staff, the active man 
in the work for this Gettysburg celebration, and a good fellow generally. 

(Colonel Beitler was greeted with prolonged applause, ending with three 
cheers given by the comrades with hearty good will.) 

COLONEL LEWIS E. BEITLER: Commander and gentlemen of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, I am deeply sensible of this great honor. To 
be called before you, if for a brief moment only, in this historic town, 
where, before I was born, you were writing on the tablets of history your 
deeds of bravery, heroism and chivalry, is indeed a great honor. It would 
be folly for me to attempt to pen what you men made a fact. 

As to the work of the Gettysburg Commission, I do know something. On 
invitation of General Wagner, Chairman of the Commission, I became 
indirectly associated with this great movement in 1910, when the repre- 
sentatives from the several states and territories met here in Gettysburg 
for their first conference. That was simply a semi-official act as a member 
of Governor Stuart's staff. Following that, I became actively associated 
as Field Secretary. Then it was my duty to visit the several states and to 
present, as best I could, the sincerity of Pennsylvania's invitation. 
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I went first to the Southern States because then their legislatures were 
in session and their time limited, and leaving them I came to the Eastern 
States, and the more I traveled the more interested I became. It was not 
the celebration of a battle,— it was the reunion of the nation. (Applause.) 
No man knows better than I the sincerity of "Johnny Reb" in this move- 
ment ; he is just as anxious and just as true and firm in his belief that this 
is the time and the place to forget it all, as you are. I believe in my heart 
that he believes in his heart that is what this means, and he is coming and 
he is coming stronger every day. 

The requests on file with our Commission are now between 53,000 and 
54,000, 23,000 of whom are applicants from Pennsylvania alone (Applause), 
and I know whereof I speak. The National Government felt that the 
appropriation of dollar for dollar on the part of Pennsylvania with the 
National Government, $150,000 each, would be sufficient only for the 
40,000 originally estimated, and so last week they served notice on Penn- 
sylvania that no provision could or would be made beyond the 40,000 
veterans, and that any extra attendance above the 40,000 should be at the 
sole expense of Pennsylvania. 

On consultation with the Governor and the Commission, I was directed 
to confer with the legislative powers that be. On Monday night an amend- 
ment was introduced by the general appropriation bill and this morning 
at two o'clock, it was ready. It has not yet passed, but as soon as the 
general appropriation bill, which is always the last act of the General 
Assembly, shall have passed, it will carry a good and sufficient amount to 
meet every contingency above the 40,000. (Applause.) 

There has not been since this movement started, in the 1909 Legislature, 
and the 1911 Legislature or in this present Legislature, one solitary vote 
against it. It has been the unanimous vote of all the three Legislatures, 
and Pennsylvania stands to-day committed to $450,000.00, an amount 
greater than the National Government and all the other states com- 
bined. (Applause.) And that has been the unanimous expression of the 
legislative and executive body of this your Pennsylvania government. 

I believe that on this battlefield is the greatest camp this nation has 
ever seen; there has never been a camp so minutely conceived in all its 
advantages for its guests who are to be there entertained. You who have 
had the pleasure of going over the camp can appreciate it; those who 
have not, will appreciate it when the camp opens on Sunday. 

The War Department have responded magnificently. They have sent 
a body of gentlemen who are trained to the minute, but, above all, their 
hearts are in the work. There has not been at any time, in my six 
months association with them, any matter on which they were not willing 
to meet me half way and go a little better, their sole object being to do 
the best for the boys who are coming here next week, and I can assure 
you that you of Pennsylvania can leave this tented field on Sunday of next 
week, July 6th, filled with pride at the hospitality which your State and 
you, because it is you we represent, have been able to give to your brothers 
in arms from both the North and the South. 
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As for the Commission: General Wagner conceived it and carried it 
through until the spring of this year. It was deemed that the work should 
then go on, though we have had many setbacks. Some of our members 
have died, three of them having passed away, three are now too ill to be 
with us. I know you will be sorry to learn that Colonel Ricketts is still 
confined to his home; Colonel Elliott is unable to be with us this week, 
though he has been looking forward to it for four years; and Captain 
Green is confined to his home, so there will be very few of the Commis- 
sion present. They have all labored and labored diligently and unceasingly. 
It has been a gratuitous work of the heart and the head. 

I again repeat, I sincerely appreciate the honor of this opportunity to 
look into your faces and tell you how much we have tried to please you, . 
and we ask that you forget the sins of omission and look only at those 
we have committed. I trust sincerely that we, the Commission have the 
commendation of the Grand Army of the Republic of Pennsylvania, and if 
we have, that is all we ask. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER LOUIS WAGNER: Depart- 
ment Commander and comrades: May I add that this movement could not 
have been successful as it will be had it not been for the persistent and 
consistent and natural activity of a member of our Grand Army and a 
member of this Department, also a Past Commander in-Chief , Thomas 
J. Stewart, Adjutant General of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS J. STEWART: 

Department Commander and comrades: I don't know what Comrade 
Wagner has said, and therefore do not know what I am to reply to, but 
it seems that he connected me in some way with the great reunion we are 
to have here next week. I was very much interested and it was my privi- 
ledge to render some assistance both in the earlier days and in the later 
days. I have had many conferences with Colonel Beitler on things that 
were of interest, and I have had conferences with members of the Legis- 
lature as to the passage of the legislation, and helped in every way and in 
every direction that I could because I was very deeply interested, and as 
you may also know, the great bulk of the correspondence in the early days 
of the existence of the Commission was directed to the Adjutant General's 
office for information. Every man that wanted a certificate of service 
wrote there; those wanted to know all about their quarters, they wanted to 
know if their wives were to go in the tent with them, and every conceiv- 
able kind and character of information was solicited. I did the best I 
could and, I think, answered every letter that came to my depart- 
ment. 

I just want to emphasize what Comrade Wagner said about the work of 
Colonel Beitler. It has been of a peculiar kind because he had many 
perplexing things to deal with, oftentimes confusing things, many things 
absolutely disappointing and disheartening, but in spite of all these 
obstacles, he bravely and courageously worked night and day, and he can 
see the fruits of his effort in the great reunion. (Applause.) 
14 
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And, comrades, we must not forget, although General Wagner has 
forgotten to say it (he would attribute it to modesty, though he generally 
claims all he is entitled to), that General Louis Wagner is entitled to very 
great consideration from the comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
from the people of Pennsylvania, and from the people of this nation 
(Applause) for the work that he did and the plans that he set in motion 
as chairman of that committee, and although his failing health rendered 
it necessary for him to be relieved of that great burden before the task 
was completed, all honor goes- to him as the first chairman of that com- 
mission. (Applause.) He was the man who maped out the work, made 
all the preliminary plans, stood by his guns, and then with the rare good 
sense and judgment which he oftentimes displays, selected Colonel Beitler 
as chairman. You see Beitler is a handsome fellow, and we knew if 
he went around to the different States, the boys would feel like coming back 
to Gettysburg to get another look at a handsome Pennsylvanian . (Laughter 
and applause.)

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER ROBERT B. BEATH: Two 

weeks ago I was called upon by the Rev. Dr. Karlholsen, who succeeds the 
Rev. John W. Sayers as pastor of his church, to present a matter con- 
nected with the erection of a memorial church to be named in honor of 
the Rev. John W. Sayers, who for forty years was Chaplain of this De- 
partment. I was asked to give a letter so it could be sent to the Posts of 
the Grand Army of the Republic asking for contributions, and I declined 
that on the ground that any such request should come only from the De- 
partment Encampment in meeting, or from the Department officers, and 
that as we were to meet at Getysburg this year, I would take pleasure in 
presenting the matter to the Encampment for its good advice. I have pre- 
pared the following resolution subject to your action: 

"RESOLED, The Department of Pennsylvania heartily approves the action of the 
Philadelphia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church for the erection of a 
church as a memorial to our deceased comrade, Rev. John W. Sayers, D. D., who 
for over forty years served his comrades with zeal and fidelity as Chaplain of the 
Department; and 

"RESOLVED, As a token of our approval, that the sum of one hundred dollars be 
appropriated from the Department funds for this purpose; and also 

"RESOLVED, That the incoming administration take into earnest consideration what 
further steps might with propriety be taken in soliciting contributions ' from Posts or 
members for this purpose, and how such moneys, if solicited, shall be disposed of." 

I put this at this time so as the Council of Administration and De- 
partment officers can take it up, and if they think proper to appeal to 
Posts or individuals, then it shall be done, but at any rate we would stand 
committed to the sum of one hundred dollars, and I therefore move that 
with the approval of this Encampment, the Committion on Resolutions 
adopt the report presented and the resolutions. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 
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It was moved and seconded that as the ballots for the election of the 
Department Commander have been received from the printer, the election 
for Department Commander now take place. 

Agreed to. 

The Encampment then proceeded with the election for Department 
Commander. 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the Encampment 
the report of the committee on the Report of the Department Commander 
and the reports of the Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, 
which, upon motion, was adopted as read. 

Gettysburg, June 27, 1913. 
To the Department Encampment: 

The committee to whom was referred the address of the Department Commander 
and the reports of Senior and Junior Vice Department Commanders, respectfully report: 

The administration of the affairs of the Department "under Department Commander 
Thomas H. Cole has been most efficient and successful. He has given freely of his time 
and talent to the upbuilding of the Grand Army of the Republic, and his visitation 
to the several Posts were occasions of interest and pleasure to all concerned. He has 
visited the institutions in which the Grand Army is especially interested, and we note 
with gratification his commendatory report of their condition and management. 

The committee approve the action of the Department Commander in declining to 
approve the application for an additional Post at West Chester, which application was 
disapproved after a hearing and full consideration of the subject.

Department of Pennsylvania, the cost of same to be paid from the funds of the Depart- 
ment upon proper vouchers filed by the ocmmittee with the Assistant Quartermaster 
General.

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: I now have the pleasure of introducing 
to you Mrs. Isabel Worrell Ball, Senior Vice President. 

MRS. ISABEL WORRELL BALL: Comrades of the Department of 
Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic: It is a proud honor for the 
Senior Vice President of the Woman's Relief Corps, representing the Na- 
tional President, to stand before you today. I do not think that any 
prouder honor has come to me in all the years that I have been working for 
members of the greatest organization of men in the world, but for those 
other comrades of yours who have never felt that it was necessary for them 
to wear the little bronze button. Part of my work has been to induce those 
who have felt so to put it on and don the Grand Army uniform and belong 
to the Grand Army of Union veterans. I never have been able to under- 
stand how or why the man who might wear the Grand Army button fails 
to put it on. (Applause.) General Grant, the greatest soldier that the 
world has ever known, said that no prouder honor had ever come to him 
than to wear the badge of the Grand Army of the Republic, not only in his 
own land and under his own flag, but in every court of the old world. 
(Applause.) No kingly crown, no imperial mantle was worth one iota of 
the grandeur that came from wearing the badge of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. And I am proud to be the daughter of a man who had the right 
to wear it, and who wore it gallantly, and who won it bravely upon the field 
of battle, marching with you shoulder to shoulder, tenting with you, camp- 
ing with you, bivouacking with you, and then coming back to civil life to 
make the nation what it has been made, now a soldier of the Union mustered 
out, sleeping out on the plains of Kansas under the flag he loved and under 
the free winds of heaven. 
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Now, comrades, you have just had a resolution read to you, in which the 
Woman's Relief Corps is tremendously interested. It is a resolution that 
ought never to have been presented to any organization of American people 
because the American people should never need such a spur to patriotic 
impulses, but the fact remains that our flag is desecrated over and over 
again. In the hotel where I am stopping, the wine list wears the eagle, 
cannon, and the balls of the upper part of your badge, and yet the statutes 
of the United States absolutely protect it from such humiliation, and 
why don't you invoke them? It is an outrage. There is no criminal statute 
upon the books, that seems to me is more violently outraged than that 
of having the badge of men of your character, of your influence, of your 
valor, and of your value to the nation, desecrated in this manner. Not 
that it is upon a wine list; it is not that, but that anybody dare to use it 
for advertising puposes. 

In that same hotel, walking opposite the cigar case yesterday, I dis- 
covered a cigar box and upon it is imprinted two of your three flags, and 
laid over them is the shield of the United States. One of the regiments of 
Pennsylvania at its headquarters has a flag hung above the door, with the 
number and name of its regiment fastened to the flag. Is that what the 
flag is for? Does it belong to that one regiment only? That is something 
along with the other things that we are protesting against. 

I have a little story to tell you: There stands upon this platform, and 
who addressed you, a woman whose husband has a grape vineyard. He 
ships his grapes by the carload, and the trademark upon his baskets of 
grapes bore the eagle and the shield. His wife, Mrs. Mattier, working for 
this flag law of Pennsylvania, and finally being able to get it on the 
statute books, a member of the legislature wrote to her husband and said, 
"How do you like it? You have to get rid of your trademark?" And it 
cost them vast sums of money to change their trademark because Mrs. 
Matter has gotten the law on the statute books that it could not be used 
that way, and they changed it, and that is a sample of true patriotism, 
and she thought nothing whatever about this trademark, it would have 
made no difference . 

Comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, the flag is used in every 
humiliating way imaginable. There are shops in the National capita] 
to day that sell rolls of toilet paper with the American flag printed on every 
sheet of it. You will find it as a trademark upon hams, brooms, coffee, 
mills, tobacco, whiskey, beer — five hundred different articles I have in 
my possession in which the flag is treated in this humiliating way. Thirty- 
four States of the Union have adopted flag laws, but a law is absolutely a 
dead letter unless it is invoked. The State of Pennsylvania has to-day one 
of the best flag laws on the statute books, and how many of you think of 
invoking it? You might invoke it fifty times over right here in the city of 
Gettysburg to-day. Your comrades sleeping out in the National Cemetery 
fought to keep the flag free from stain and went down to death and dust 
for it. It was your good fortune to go home. I will not say it was the 
survival of the fittest; it was God's will that some go and some remain, 
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and you are here and we are glad, but oh, comrades, -try to help us 
keep the flag free from these humiliating uses. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, I now have the pleasure 
of introducing to you Mrs. E. L. Foote, Department President. 

MRS. E. L. FOOTE: Members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
I have come to you this afternoon with greetings from the Woman's Relief 
Corps of Pennsylvania. We wish to pledge to you our allegience. We will 
try to care for you in the future as we have in the past. Thank you. 
(Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, it is now my privilege to 
introduce to you Mrs. Frances Lewis, Past Department President. 

MRS. FRANCES LEWIS: Department Commander and members of . 
the Grand Army of the Republic, I am proud that I was born in Penn- 
sylvania, and I am also proud that I was the Department President this 
last year of the State of Pennsylvania. It is you that can tell us of the 
sad scenes that you witnessed at the front, and it is we that can tell you of 
the sad scenes that we witnessed during the time of the war, and I want 
to say that I do not believe there is another State that has a prouder and a 
better record than the State of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) I wear this 
badge of Hampton's Battery in honor of some of the bravest boys that ever 
went into the war. I saw them off, and I welcomed them home, and I am 
still welcoming one of the comrades of Hampton's Battery. (Applause.)

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comr i, I have the pleasure of 
introducing to you Charles C. A. Locke, Cv irman of this committee from 
the Sons of Veterans. 

CHARLES C. A. LOCKE: Comrades of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, I consider the privilege of addressing this body one of the greatest 
honors that could come to any man. I realize that I am in the presence of 
the immortals of this republic, forever enshrined in the hearts of a grateful 
people, and immortalized in the spirit of freedom and humanity. 

My comrades, I feel like saying "fathers" for you boys in the blue are 
in a sense, and in a great sense, fathers of the Sons of Veterans. In my 
own case, my father has been dead some thirty years, and I therefore regard 
and treat every comrade that I have, the pleasure of meeting in a parental 
sense. 

I realized one of the greatest ambitions of my life in visiting this battle- 
field, and I am not ashamed to confess that when my eyes first lighted upon 
this spot, they were filled with tears. I was unable to express myself; I 
was hoping that nobody would say anything to me because I realized that I 
was standing on holy ground, the ground on which you boys in blue strug- 
gled for that which was worthy of the greatest effort in the annals of man- 
kind, namely, the cause of humanity. 

Heretofore we have been addressing ladies almost exclusively. This is 
a very busy committee, there is no doubt about that. The committee on 
fraternal greetings has very important and delightful business. It seems to 
me I never met so many good looking women in my life; we have just been 
going from one place to another and having nice things said to us, and 
badges pinned upon us. 

We are very much indebted to you for this pleasant greeting. It is 
unnecesary for us to assure you that the Sons of Veterans are at all times 
subject to your command and to your orders, as we are one with you in 
spirit. I thank you for the privilege of this platform, and I want to ex- 
tend to you our best wishes for your success and pleasure and good work 
in this convention. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrade?, I now have the pleasure 
of introducing to you Clement A. Boyle, Senior Vice Department Com- 
mander of the Sons of Veterans. 

CLEMENT A. BOYLE: Honored and beloved members of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, I appear before you to-day fully conscious of one 
of the greatest honors that has ever been conferred upon me. I should like 
to addres you as "comrades" but that is a matter for my father. I appear 
before you today, on this most consecrated SDot, to extend to you the 
heartfelt greetings of next to the grandest organization in the whole cata- 
logue of fraternaties, namely, the Sons of Veterans. God grant that your 
lives may be prolonged, and we, the boys, your sons, if you please, shall 
continue to teach our children and our children's children of your patriotism, 
your love of country, and your wonderful deeds. I thank you (Applause.)

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS J. STEWART: De- 

pament Commander and comrades, by request, a very pleasant duty has 
devolved upon me as well as an honor. Fifty years ago, on the field around 
about this hair, the comrade who has presided over our deliberations dur- 
ing the present Encampment, and who is about to retire as Department 
Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania, served in the Artillery 
branch of the old Army of the Patomac, and worked at the guns whose 
mouths flashed with flame during the three days of that wonderful engage- 
ment. Fifty years have passed since those fateful days. They have been 
years of peace and years of comradeship ; years devoted to the upbuilding 
of this mighty republic, and years of the unification of its citizenship. 

Comrade Cole has been a loyal, consistent, earnest and faithful comrade 
and member of the Grand Army of the Republic One year ago we placed 
in his hands our standard. He brings it back to us to-day pure and stain- 
less, and during all the time it has been in his keeping, it has never been 
lowered except to pay tribute to a dead comrade. He has been faithful 
in the trust we have committed to his care. One year ago we placed the 
welfare of this splendid Department in his keeping . He has cared for it ; 
he has administered its affairs with ability ; he has manifested a magnificent 
integrity not only in administering the affairs of this Department but in 
other positions of honor and governmental responsibility during the past 
year. (Applause.) 

We come to-day, at the close of this Encampment, to see him retire to 
the ranks of the comradeship of the Department of Pennsylvania. At the 
request of many of his friends, I present to him to-day, as an evidence 
of their love, their friendship and esteem, this magnificent decoration or 
badge of a Past Department Commander of the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania. It is made of precious mettils set with diamonds, fashioned by the 
hands of genius into a thing of beauty. Comrade Cole, consider it not for 
it intrinsic value, for the metal in it or for the diamonds shining out of it, 
but value it rather for the love, and esteem and respect and confidence that 
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go with it from these splendid men whom you have led for the past year, 
and who have considered it an honor to follow your leadership. I give this 
badge to you and pray that in misfortune it may prove a solace, in sorrow, 
a joy, and I voice the prayer that comes from the heart of every comrade in 
this Department, that God may bless you in your home, that God may 
bless you in your life, and that He may keep you true, as you have been in 
the past, to the principles of Praterity, Charity and Loyalty; and may God 
spare you and me and all of us to mingle in comradeship for many, many 
years to come. Accept this badge, Comrade Cole, with the love, regard, 
respect and esteem of all your comrades throughout the Department of 
Pennsylvania . (Applause .) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER COLE: Comrades, I cannot respond 
to such a complimentary presentation as comes from our beloved Past De- 
partment Commander Stewart. I can hardly express my affection for the 
comrades who have given me this beautiful present, and whose comradeship 
I have enjoyed for so many years. When I look upon it, and that will be 
often, it will be the latchstring that will open the door of memory to the 
pleasant association that I have had with my official staff and the com- 
rades of this Department. It shall be an heirloom in my family, handed 
down to my children, prized at a value no words of mine, no aggregation of 
figures, could adequately express. I accept it with a heart full of thanks, 
and I say to you, my comrades, that while I am retiring from office, I 
can never retire, until God calls me, from the service of my comrades of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER COLE: The officers elected will now 
be installed by Past Department Commander Patterson. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. J. PATTERSON: Com- 
rades, the purpose of my appointment here has been announced. I am 
here for the purpose of installing the officers elected to serve during the en- 
suing year. The Assistant Adjutant General will now announce them, and 
they are requested to report on the platform as their names are called.

I need not 
instruct a comrade with the long experience you have had as to what are 
your duties, you are familiar with them. Are you prepared to take upon 
yourself the obligations of this office? 
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COMMANDER-ELECT WELLS: I am. 

The Officer of the Day presented the officers-elect for installation, and 
the obligation of their respective offices was administered to them by the 
installing officer, with the exception of Medical Director-elect, J. E. Stilli- 
man, who was not present. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WM. J. PATTERSON: Com- 
mander Wells, I present you -to this Encampment. I will first pin the 
badge of the Department Commander upon your breast, and afterwards 
hand you the gavel as an emblem of your authority in your position as De- 
parement Commander^ and I now declare you duly installed as Department 
Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania. Are you prepared at this 
time to announce the several appointments on your staff? 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WELLS: Installing officer, I have 
made my entire staff complete; they will be announced later in General 
Orders. They are as follows:

The Officer of the Day presented these appointees for installation, and 
the obligation of their respective offices was administered to them by the 
installing officer. 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER THOMAS H. COLE: Depart- 
ment Commander Wells, I congratulate you, and wish for you the same 
kind thought and consideration as have been given to me during the past 
year, for which my heart goes out to the great comradeship of this De- 
parement. I know they will stand by you. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WELLS: Comrades, I won't wait to 
be asked to make a speech. (Applause.) I desire to express to you, one 
and all, my heartfelt thanks for the great support that you have given to 
me in placing me in this responsible position. That I feel the responsibility 
that rests, and will rest, upon me for one year, goes without saying. For 
thirty odd years I have been in the harness, and I have never known a 
single year in which I have not been a worker for the Grand Army of the 
Republic, and I pledge myself that so -long as God gives me health and 
strength, I wil continue to feel that sacred duty of being all the time, not 
to-day, not to morrow, but all the time a Grand Army man in all that that 
word means. (Applause.) 

I do not think it is necesary for me to make any grand eloquent speech to 
you, my comrades; you all know me; you all know the heartfelt work that 
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I have performed, and I know that you expect from me the very last ounce 
of ability that I may have in the performance of the duties of this office, 
and I assure you, comrades, you will not be disappointed. 

I have practically re-appointed the staff of my predecessor. I am ac- 
quainted with them;. I am acquainted with their work, especially those 
nearest to the Department Commander, and I can vouch for their work 
because we have been working in a team for five long years, most of us. 
For one of the officers I bespeak your best effort in holding up his hand. 
The Assitant Adjutant General I need not refer to. Everybody knows Sam 
Town. (Applause.) Chris Gramlich does not need any word of eulogy 
from me, and yet without disparaging any former officer of the day in the 
Department of Pennsylvania, as far as my knowledge goes, he is the 
greatest and best. (Applause. As for the Patriotic Instructor, I need not 
say a word ; you know him ; you know what work he has done ; and for 
the other members of this staff, not forgetting the last one who will be at 
the head of this staff, Comrade Weaver, with whom I have been associated 
for thirty odd years in my own Post, I know they will perform their duties 
all right. 

The one comrade that I had reference to, I will refer to again. I have 
been, comrades, for the last five years perhaps in closer touch with every 
Post of this Department than any other officer except, perhaps, the Assist- 
ant Adjutant General. I have done my best to have every Post inspected, 
and the reports that you have rend from me as Department Inspector will 
show you how faithfully I have tried to perform that duty. The comrade 
that succeeds me, I succeeded, and where could I go for a successor better 
than to the one that turned the responsibility of this office over to me? 
Comrade Green understands his business, and he will always find the De- 
partment Commander at his shoulder to advise and to entreat the comrades 
to come forward and perform this important work. I hold, comrades, that 
the inspection of Posts is probably the greatest and highest duty that any 
of us can perform in order to keep this grand old Department of Pennsyl- 
vania up to the highest standard. The lessons they were taught in those 
days of inspections, I asure you, have never been forgotten. You would 
be surprised to go into some of the small Posts and see how those lessons 
are acted upon to-day, and I bespeak for Comrade Green the best support 
that you comrades can possibly give him. 

He will have trouble in getting inspectors-at-large . A few years ago, 
I wrote to ten dead men, and I was a couple of months finding out that 
some of them were dead. It added to my troubles, because I .had to 
hunt up others. That will show you the difficulty he will meet 
with at the very start. Now, comrades, I appeal to you as your De- 
partment Commander, that when Comrade Green asks you to perform that 
duty of assistant inspectors-at-large, please do not turn him down. An- 
swer him promptly, "Yes, inspector, I will be with you." It will lighten 
his burden and make your work more satisfactory because of being prompt, 
and then when that is done, get your assistants as soon as possible. 
Don't write to them and let them answer a month later; insist upon im- 
mediate replies. I am speaking from experience, comrades. 
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I do not think I need say anything more. I have dwelt longer on this 
office because I know from personal experience what it is to fill the office 
of Department Inspector. I hold it to be one of the highest offices in the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

And now I do not know that there is anything else of importance that I 
can refer to now except to tell you, comrades, that away down in the bot- 
tom of my heart I feel this responsibilty, and as God gives me health and 
strength and opportunity, I pledge you, comrades, that my duties shall be 
performed to the best of my ability, and I ask you because you have a duty 
to perform, every one of you, to stand by the Department Commander and 
his, staff. Will you do it? I know you will because I have learned this les- 
son, that the older we grow in service in our beloved organization, the 
greater esteem we have for it and the greater determination we have to 
help keep up the standard, and as the standard has been placed in my 
hands, I pledge you, comrades, that no act of mine shall ever lower it t 
It shall never trail the ground while it is in my possession, and I will do 
all that I can to advance the best interests of the Department of Pennsyl- 
vania. (Applause.) 

PAST DEPARTMENT COMMANDER LOUIS WAGNER: Depart- 
ment Commander* this installation is not yet complete. One of the officers 
elected is not present, and under our rules, he cannot be installed without 
action on the part of the Encampment. I move you that the Department 
Commander be authorized and empowered to make the necessary arrange- 
ments for the installation of the officers elected and appointed who are not 
present to-day or at the time of the installation. 

Motion seconded and agreed to. 
* DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WELLS: I appoint Past Department 
Commanders Thomas J. Stewart, James F. Morrison, W. J. Patterson, 
William T. Powell and M. A. Gherst, a committee to prepare and present 
to the out-going Department Commander, Thomas H. Cole, a testimonial 
in recognition of his valuable services to the Grand Army of the Republic. 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WELLS: There was one appoint- 
ment I omitted to make, and that is the appointment of the clerk at Head- 
quarters. I take great pleasure in announcing the re-appointment of our 
present worthy and efficient clerk, John N. Reber. (Applause.) 

COMRADE F. H. HOY, Post No. 58: Comrades, I had the honor and 
extreme pleasure of making a Grand Army man of our new Chaplain, and 
I want to congratulate the Department of Pennsylvania on the election of 
the Rev. M. L. Ganoe as our .Department Chaplain. I am staisfied be- 
yond a doubt that he will perform his duty. I have never heard anyone 
assume the obligation as beautifully as did our new Chaplain. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN REV. M. L. GANOE: I hesitate to say 
a word because of the nervous disposition of the delegates who seem in- 
clined to get away at once. I think in a minute or two I can illustrate to 
you how strong and what is the nature of the emotions that are swelling 
and surging in my soul just now. 
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This is the third conflict I have had upon this battlefield . The first was 
in '63 at Devil's Den and at Culp's Hill. The second was eleven years 
after when I came to this town as a pastor. During the three following 
years I have always felt I won a most signal victory when here as minister 
of the gospel, and here is the third instance, when I have been chosen by 
so many delegates to t fill this sacred office of the chaplaincy of the Depart- 
ment of Pennsylvania . I wondered at it when it was first mentioned to me, 
it struck me as almost ridiculous, and I did say to some of the comrades 
that it would probably result in a joke, and that I was constituted tem- 
permentally to enjoy a joke about as well as any other fellow if I should 
happen to be defeated. But surprised as I am, especially at the remark- 
able respect and confidence and favor shown to me by so many of these 
delegates from all parts of the state, I cannot but feel the deepest emo- 
tions of gratitude to you for this distinction you have voluntarily bestowed 
upon me. 

But I want to say a word of the more serious vital phase of this subject 
as it appeals to me. You have taken me at a disadvantage. If it had 
come to me twenty-five years ago, I should have esteemed it as the op- 
portunity of my life, but it has come to me in the years when the shadows 
of evening are round about us all, when the grave is gathering us in faster 
and faster every year, and when we are coming to the period of life when 
a man ought to give up himself mainly to thoughts that are about the 
future . 

A doctor of Baltimore recently said that when a man was fifty years 
old, it was time for him to take chloroform as the easiest way out, but 
some of a man's best years are after he has reached fifty. It is also true, 
nevertheless, that when a man comes to seventy years, he has lived out 
the portion of time that has been accorded him by the standard of the Book, 
and after that he ought, if he is wise, to be especially thoughtful about 
whither he goes when the curtain falls and the sun goes down and he enters 
the invisible. I say I have come to this office and to this service in the 
period of the history of this organization when the duties of the Chaplain 
are, if possible, more serious, more necessary and effectual than at any 
period in all its past history, and I pray God this morning, in this solemn 
presence, that I may be designated of God, through your agency, to fill 
this holy office in a manner pleasing to Him. I thank you exceedingly for 
your kindness. (Applause.) 

DEPARTMENT COMMANDER: Comrades, after the Chaplain has in- 
voked the Divine blessing, you will pass to the rear of the hall and deposit 
your ballots, and this Encampment will be declared closed. 

DEPARTMENT CHAPLAIN, REV. M. L. GANOE: And now, 
may the blessing of God, that passeth all understanding, keep your hearts 
and minds in the knowledge and love of God and of his Son, Jesus Christ 
our Lord, and may the blesing of God Almighty, the Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit be among you and abide with you, and may God be with us until 
we shall meet again, Amen. 
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DEPARTMENT COMMANDER WELLS: I now declare the Forty- 
seventh Annual Encampment of the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand 
Army of the Republic, closed in due form.
